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Defending 500cc World MX Champion 
Jacky Martens (Hus) kept his title hopes 
alive with a 1-2 overall win at the July 3 
round in Arganil, Portugal. The Belgian 
was trailed by countrymen Joel Smets 
(Ver), Marcus Hansson (Hon) and 
Danny Theybers (Hon), with Dutchman 
Gert Jan Van Doorn (Hon) completing 
the top five. Hansson now leads 
Martens by four points in the series 
standings, 239-235. 


Dave Strijbos (Suz) used 3-1 moto 
scores to win his home 125cc World 
Championship GP in Halle, Holland, on 
July 3. Countryman Pedro Tragter (Suz) 
was second, with Italian Allessio Chio- 
di (Hon) third. The top-five overall 
spots were filled out by American Bob 
Moore (Yam) and Italian Massimo Bar- 
tolini (TM). Moore leads Chiodi in the 
point standings, 210-203. 


Clint Vahsholtz (W-R) won the Open 
Pro class at the 1994 Pikes Peak Hill- 
climb in Colorado on July 4, completing 
the 12.4-mile course in 12 minutes, 21.19 
seconds. Davey Durelle (W-R) finished 
second, with Brian Anderson (Rtx) fin- 
ishing third. The 250cc Pro class was 
won by Chuck Hopper (Suz). 


Although he is one of the few Ameri- 
cans who is getting the opportunity to 
race in the Suzuka 8-Hour on July 30-31, 
Team Suzuki Yoshimura's Thomas 
Stevens isn't overjoyed with the 
prospect of missing the AMA U.S. 
Superbike National Championship 
round which will be held on the same 
weekend at Brainerd International Race- 
way. "The thing that most disappoints 
me is that the fans deserve to have all 














the factory riders at the show," Stevens 
said. “I think it's terrible that the AMA 
scheduled the Brainerd race on the same 
weekend as the 8-Hour. It's not fair to 
the fans or to the riders. I'm very excited 
to be going to Suzuka because it's the 
most important race in the world to the 
Japanese factories, but Fm disappointed 
for the American fans and for the other 
riders. A lot of the guys can't go, and 
that's a lot of money taken out of their 
pockets. And look what the race did for 
Mike Smith last year. He had a good 
race at Suzuka and finished third, and 
then was given the chance to race a 
Honda 500 over there." Stevens will 
team with Japan's Akira Yanagawa. 


According to two-time World Champi- 
on Doug Polen, things are going to be a 
lot different for him and his Castrol 
Honda RC45 beginning with the next 
round of the World Championship 
Superbike Series in Austria on July 17. 
"Things will be a lot different, both with 
my physical condition and with the 
motorcycle," Polen said from his home 
on Wednesday, June 29. "A few changes 
need to be made and this will be a turn- 
ing point. For me, now is a good time to 
make the changes and make the situa- 
tion more correct. I think Austria should 
be good. We've tested there and we'll 
have some updated parts. We'll be 
going into the home stretch after the 
Suzuka 8-Hour and we should have 
loads of stuff (parts) after that." Polen is 
the only rider to have scored points in 
each of the eight races held in the first 
four rounds of the series, and he lies 
fourth in the championship.

Doohan again in Italian GP 


N ot since Giacomo Agostini did the deed in 





1972 has a rider won five straight 500cc 

Grands Prix. Enter Michael Doohan (right). 
The Australian rode his HRC-backed Honda 
NSR500 to his fifth-straight victory as the World 
Championship Road Race Series visited Mugello, 
Italy, on July 3 for its eighth round. 

After starting slowly, Doohan ended up beating 
Luca Cadalora and the Marlboro Yamaha by 5.787 
seconds after battling the Italian for most of the race. 
Third place went to Lucky Strike Suzuki's Kevin 
Schwantz, the World Champion still suffering from 
an injury to his left wrist and unable to keep pace 
with Doohan and Cadalora. The Texan finished 
17.336 seconds behind Doohan after inheriting third 
place went Spaniard Alex Criville crashed his HRC 
Honda on the final lap. 

Fourth place went to Ducados Honda's Alberto Puig, with the Spaniard outdueling 
Japan's Shinichi Itoh on the final lap. Marlboro Yamaha's Daryl Beattie, Lucky Strike 
Suzuki's Alex Barros, Roc Yamaha's Bernard Garcia, Slick 50's Niall Mackenzie and 
Lopez Mella Racing's Juan Lopez Mella rounded out the top-10 finishers. 

It was a bad day for Americans Doug Chandler and John Kocinski and the factory 
Cagiva team. After qualifying a career-best second, Chandler had mo zed past Kocinski 
to take over fourth place and was closing on Schwantz when the Cagiva developed a 
water leak seven laps from the finish. It was also seven laps from the finish that Kocins- 
ki crashed while battling with Itoh and Criville. Fortunately, Kocinski was not injured. 

Doohan's sixth win in eight rounds gives him a 51-point lead over Schwantz in the 
500cc World Championship point standings, 186-135. Barros and Puig are tied for third 
with 90 points, and Kocinski drops to fifth with 87. 

While Doohan was able to further extend his points lead, 250cc championship 
leader Max Biaggi threw most of his points lead away. The Italian crashed his Chester- 
field Aprilia while leading the 250cc Grand Prix, handing victory to class rookie Ralf 
Waldmann on the HB Honda. Waldmann beat defending World Champion Tetsuya 
Harada by 2.060 seconds, with Marlboro Pileri Honda's Loris Capirossi finishing third. 

Biaggi now leads the championship by just three points over Tadayuki Okada, sev- 
enth in Italy, 128-125. Capirossi is third with 118 points. Doriano Romboni, a non-fin- 
isher in Mugello, and J.P. Ruggia, fourth in Italy, round out the top-five point scorers 
with 93 and 91 points, respectively. 

The 125cc Grand Prix was won by Noburo Ueda on the Givi Racing Honda RS125. 
Ueda beat fellow Japanese racers Kazuto Sakata and Takeshi Tsujimura to win his sec- 
ond GP of the season. Sakata and his Team Semprucci-Krona Aprilia still lead the 
World Championship by 52 points over Ueda, 154-102. Peter Oetll, fourth in Italy, is 
third with 92 points.

A judicial appeals panel in Washington 
state has issued a ruling that calls into 
question the legality of Washington 
state's mandatory motorcycle helmet 
law, according to the AMA. The panel 
agreed with a lower court in ruling that 
the state's helmet law is unconstitution- 
ally vague. By itself, that decision does 
not strike down the law, but it could be 
a first step in that process. The court 
found that the Washington helmet law 
is confusing and does not provide citi- 
zens with fair notice of how to comply 
with the law. Under the due process 
clause of the 14th Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution, laws are required to 
be written so that ordinary people can 
understand their meaning. The helmet 
law in question, adopted by Washing- 
ton legislators in 1990, specifies that hel- 
mets used by motorcyclists in the state 
must pass the federal Department of 
Transportation's helmet test. The court 
opinion, in the case of the State vs. 
Maxwell and Sanasky, stated: "In 
adopting the entire (federal) regulation, 
the state patrol has made it impossible 
for ordinary citizens to understand 
what is required to comply with the 
Washington statute. The state patrol 
should redraft the regulation in ordi- 
nary language so that ordinary citizens 
would know what to look for to be cer- 
tain they are complying with the law." 
This marks the first time a state appeals 
court has found a helmet law in viola- 
tion of the U.S. Constitution's 14th 
Amendment. Previous constitutional 
arguments had focused on First 
Amendment freedom of expression 
issues. The appeals court must recon- 
vene in 20 days to issue a mandate that 
would prevent the state from enforcing 
the current helmet statute. The state is 
expected to appeal the verdict, and state 
patrol officials have said that they will 
continue to issue tickets to riders who 
do not comply with the law.

Nations team member Jeff Stanton (right) offi- 
cially announced that he will hang up his boots for 
good at the end of the AMA National MX Series in 
September. Stanton made the surprise announce- 
ment while accepting his third-place trophy at the 
Red Bud National MX in Buchanan, Michigan, on 


July 3. 


While being interviewed on the rostrum by track 
announcer Larry Maiers, Stanton said he had no 
plans of returning to the Red Bud National next 
year. “No, this is the last time you'll see me here (at 
Red Bud),” said Stanton, who hails from Sherwood, 
Michigan. “Oh, what the heck, Jeff Stanton is offi- 
cially retiring. Five more races and I'll be done. I 
wanted my home fans to hear the news first at my 
home track.” Stanton was given a rousing ovation 


by the crowd. 


Stanton’s announcement came as a shock to nearly everyone. Earlier in the day, over 
the track’s P.A. system, he had said that he wanted to continue racing for at least 
another year. In a recent Cycle News interview, Stanton said he wanted to race for 
another two seasons, though he did admit that racing wasn’t as much fun as it used to 
be. Even Stanton's Honda team was surprised by the announcement. “I hadn't even 
told them yet; they didn't know I was going to say anything today," the 27-year-old 


said. 


"Actually I had made up my mind (to retire this year) in March," said Stanton later. 
“I told my family and some close friends that this would be my last year. I just got tired 
of holding it back, and wanted to get it out in the open. I've been doing this (racing) for 
22 years now, and it's time to do something different. The biggest thing is that the 


spark is gone." 


One of the reasons Stanton waited to let the cat out of the bag was that he didn't 
want to cause a big fuss over his retirement, and he wanted to avoid a "farewell tour," 
à la Johnny O'Mara and Jeff Ward: "I'd just as soon ride my last race and just walk 
away from it all," he said. “But if they want me to race in Europe at the end of the year, 


I might consider doing some of those." 


Stanton's last race in the U.S. will be the Steel City National in Delmont, Pennsylva- 


nia, on September 4.

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Round 6: Red Bud Track ‘n Trail

BUCHANAN, MI, JULY 3 

or the second consecutive week, 
F Kawasaki teammates Mike 

Kiedrowski and Mike LaRocco 
provided a show in the 250cc National 
class that won’t be soon forgotten. This 
time the stage was the long, hilly Red 
Bud Track ‘n Trail MX track located near 
the small town of Buchanan in southern 
Michigan. In both motos, the two Mikes 
battled for the lead, all alone, just as they 
had done the previous week at the 
Southwick National in Massachusetts. 
And just like last week, the two riders 
traded 1-2 moto finishes. This time, the 
only difference was that Kiedrowski, 
aboard his Shane Nalley-tuned KX250, 
finished ahead of series points leader 
LaRocco in the day’s final overall col- 
umn, instead of the other way around, 
like in Southwick. At Red Bud, 
Kiedrowski came out on top in the all- 
important, tie-breaking second moto, 
resulting in his third-straight National 
win at this venue.

However, taking the overall win was 
more or less just a second thought for 
the defending champ who, for the sec- 
ond week in a row, failed to put a dent 
into LaRocco’s armor, since points are 
awarded on a moto-by-moto basis. For 
three weeks now, LaRocco, who hails 
from nearby South Bend, Indiana, has 
maintained his slim eight-point cushion 
over Kiedrowski. He left Michigan with 
278 points and Kiedrowski sits in second 
with 267. 

"It's kind of frustrating to go two 
races without gaining any points,” said 
Kiedrowski. 

The race didn’t go without some con- 
troversy, as the two riders - Kiedrowski 
and LaRocco - once again banged han- 
dlebars, this time in the first moto, 
resulting in Kiedrowski crashing and 
effectively ruining his chances of a first- 
moto win. By day’s end, both riders 
were fined by the AMA for their actions 
both on and off the race track. Kiedrows- 
ki retaliated for LaRocco’s knockdown 
pass in the first moto by launching his 
bike - riderless - into the side of his team- 
mate as they returned to the pits. More 
on that later. 

With the series now at its halfway 
point, no one but Kiedrowski and 
LaRocco have won a moto - with both of 
them having walked away with three 
first-place trophies. 

Finishing third on the day was Team 
Honda's Jeff Stanton, who turned in two 
consistent third-place rides, while priva- 
teer Jeff Matiasevich, on his NCY-backed 
Yamaha, finished fourth overall with an 
8-4 tally. Team Yamaha's Mike Craig 
completed the top five with a 4-9. He 
gave the Kawasaki team something to 
worry about early in the first moto when 
he blasted into an early lead and quickly 
opened up a modest advantage, only to 
surrender the top spot to Kiedrowski 
and LaRocco later on. 

But Jeff Emig did give the Yamaha 
squad something to cheer about at the 
end of the day, and proved to the huge 
Red Bud crowd that when he wants to 
win, there is no stopping the Southern 
Californian. He accomplished this by 
coming back from a midpack start to 
win the second moto and record his sec- 
ond overall victory of the six-race season 
with a perfect 1-1 tally. 

“I just got my act together," said 
Emig of his brilliant second-moto 
charge. "I wanted to put in a good moto, 
and the crowd cheering me on really 
gave me an extra boost." 

Series points leader Steve Lamson, of 
the 1-800-COLLECT/Honda team, 
ended up second overall with a consis- 
tent 4-2 showing, slightly extending his 
advantage over teammate Doug Henry, 
who went 2-6 on the day. Henry led 
some of the second moto before drop- 
ping back with severe muscle cramps. 
Team Splitefire/Hot Wheel/Pro-Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes finished 
third with a 3-3. Henry and Suzuki's 
Ezra Lusk rounded out the top five over- 
all. Lamson now enjoys a comfortable 
24-point lead over Henry, 245-221, in the 
series standings, while Hughes is third 
with 212 points, just one point ahead of 
winner Emig, who has DNFed two 
motos thus far. 

Like Kiedrowski, this was Emig's 
third consecutive win at the Red Bud 
National. Both riders earned the first- 
ever National wins in their respective 
classes at Red Bud, as well. 


250cc NATIONAL 
Craig looked nearly unbeatable early 
in the first of two 30-minute-plus-two- 
lap motos, as he aggressively put his 
Brian Lunniss-tuned YZ250 to the front 
of the pack and quickly pulled out a 








three-second lead over Kiedrowski, 
Team Noleen/Sizzler Restaurants/ 
Xtreme/Yamaha's Larry Brooks, LaRoc- 
co, Larry Ward and Stanton. As the race 
progressed, LaRocco settled into third 
right behind Kiedrowski, while Stanton 
soon guided his Honda into fourth. 

Meanwhile, Craig was still charging 
hard, but nearing the halfway point it 
was obvious that he was beginning to 
run out of steam, as Kiedrowski and 
LaRocco were closing the gap. 

“Oh man I felt great...at first," said 
Craig of his early lead. "I was riding as 
hard as I could, but I used up all of my 
energy." 

Craig was soon passed by the two 
Kawasaki riders, as well as Stanton, 
before settling into fourth where he 
would eventually finish. 

Both Kiedrowski and LaRocco had 
broken free of third-placed Stanton and 
were involved in another classic 
Kiedrowski/LaRocco duel for the lead. 
For Kiedrowski, winning the moto was 
crucial. A victory would all but guaran- 
tee that at the very worst he would leave 
Michigan with equal points to LaRocco. 
And a subsequent win in moto two 
would allow him to gain at least six 
points. Simply put, Kiedrowski wanted 
the win. 


The two Kawasaki riders had many 
of the spectators running from one side 
of the track to the other, their eyes 
peeled on the dramatic dogfight between 
the two teammates. Though never more 
than a bike length or two behind 
Kiedrowski, LaRocco, who is still look- 
ing for his first National win on his 
“home” track, just couldn't seem to get 
the extra drive needed to pass the leader. 
Up until the last lap, the two battled 
cleanly, but on the last lap, things got 
ugly. 

LaRocco made a last-ditch pass 
attempt through a tight, right-hand turn. 
Diving to the inside to protect his line, 
Kiedrowski was drilled from behind by 
LaRocco, and the two riders locked han- 
dlebars. Kiedrowski lost control of his 
bike and went down, while LaRocco 
managed to stay upright and continue 
on to take the moto win. An angry 
Kiedrowski quickly remounted to finish 
second. 

Moments after crossing the finish 
line, in a fit of rage, the normally mild 
and even-tempered Kiedrowski revved 
up his bike's engine, leapt off the back 
and launched his Kawasaki into the side 
of LaRocco, who was slowly riding off 
the track. 

Shortly after that, LaRocco, 
Kiedrowski and the rest of the Kawasaki 
team, including manager Roy Turner, 
headed back into the pits and disap- 
peared into the team's tractor-trailer, 
while AMA officials discussed what they 
had just seen in another corner. 

The AMA's Roy Janson said: "Right 
now it (the crash) looks like it was just 
racing, but we'll review the incident, on 
video, and if it looks as though it was 
more than that, we'll take appropriate 
actions (fines). But Kiedrowski will defi- 
nitely be fined for his retaliatory actions 
after the race." 

In the Kawasaki pits, Kiedrowski and 
LaRocco later reappeared, but neither 
would talk about either incident. “We 
decided not to talk about it," said 
Kiedrowski later. LaRocco echoed 
Kiedrowski's comments. 

After reviewing both incidents on 
video, the AMA fined LaRocco $400 (the 
difference between first- and second- 
place moto finishes) for ramming 
Kiedrowski, and fined Kiedrowski $1000 
(plus probation) for ghost-riding his bike 
into LaRocco. 

While the controversy at the front of 








the pack was going on, Stanton made a 
late-race pass on Craig to finish third, 
while Jeremy McGrath, who'd had a 
midpack start, worked his way up to fin- 
ish a respectable fifth. Ward hung onto 
sixth, while Kyle Lewis, Matiasevich, 
Suzuki's Jimmy Button and Honda of 
Troy's Todd DeHoop rounded out the 
top 10. 

The crowd anticipated another 
Kiedrowski and LaRocco duel in the sec- 
ond moto, and they were not disappoint- 
ed, though it did take a little while for 
the battle to take shape. Kiedrowski 
nailed the holeshot but crashed a few 
turns later, handing the lead to Suzuki's 
Brian Swink, while LaRocco settled into 
second. Kiedrowski remounted in fifth 
behind Stanton and Craig. 

"I got a great start, but was pushed 
out of a rut by Swink and went down," 
said Kiedrowski. 

McGrath's problems continued, as 
the Supercross champ went down in the 
first turn, but this time he couldn't catch 
back up. He crashed again later in the 
race and eventually pulled out of the 
moto. 

Meanwhile up front, Swink, who 
failed to finish the first moto after crash- 
ing, led for a whole lap before getting 
passed by LaRocco. Two laps later, both 
Stanton and Kiedrowski scooted by the 
Suzuki rider, settling into second and 
third, respectively. LaRocco found him- 
self with a rather large eight-second 
lead, while Kiedrowski spent the next 
few laps trying to get around Stanton. By 
the time Kiedrowski got by Stanton, 
LaRocco had built up a seemingly 
uncatchable nine-second lead. Three laps 
later, that margin hadn't changed, and it 
looked as though LaRocco would win 
his second moto of the day. It wasn't to 
be, however. 

Four laps from the finish, LaRocco 
emerged from the back side of the track 
with Kiedrowski within two seconds of 
his rear feñder. “I just fell over coming 
out of a rut," said LaRocco. 

Once again, the two Kawasaki riders 
were dicing for the lead. LaRocco held 
Kiedrowski off for the next three laps 
until he grabbed a little too much front 
brake and lost the front end of his bike 
and Kiedrowski simply rode around his 
downed teammate. Kiedrowski inherit- 
ed a three-second lead, which he would 
hold onto during the remaining two 
laps. 

"It was one hell of a race," said 
Kiedrowski. "To beat LaRocco here is an 
accomplishment." 

Finishing a distant third was Stanton, 
who surprised his home-state crowd by 
officially announcing from the rostrum 
that he would retire at the end of the sea- 
son (See In The Wind). 





Matiasevich outlasted a race-long 
duel with Button to finish fourth, while 
Lewis crossed the finish line in sixth, just 
ahead of Swink and teammate Ward. 
Craig dropped back to finish ninth, 
while John Dowd, who finished 11th in 
the first moto, completed the top 10, thus 
maintaining his third place in the series 
point standings.

Hughes, Emig and Henry spent the 
entire 125cc first moto dicing back and 
forth, while Lamson could do no more 
than watch from a distant fourth. - 

Emig led the way for the first lap 
until nearly flying over the handlebars 
after getting crossed up in a “...huge 
tractor rut,” said Emig. “I mean this 
thing was deep. I just hung on and 
pinned it.” 

Despite “barely saving it,” Hughes 
and then Henry passed the Yamaha 
rider. The three riders quickly broke 
away from the rest of the pack and 
played follow the leader for over half the 
race until, all of a sudden, Emig emerged 
leading the way over Henry and Hughes, 
who were fairly spread out.

"I caught my shift lever in a rut, and 
went down and Henry ran into me,” 
said Hughes. “It was all my fault.” 

By the 20-minute mark, Emig had 
opened up a sizeable lead, and he even- 
tually took the checkered flag approxi- 
mately eight seconds ahead of Henry, 
while Hughes finished approximately 
nine seconds behind Henry. Lamson 
spent the entire moto all alone in fourth, 
with Team Splitefire/Hot Wheel/Pro- 
Circuit/Kawasaki's James Dobb finish- 
ing fifth. Kawasaki's Robbie Reynard 
ended up sixth, while Suzuki's Lusk 
edged out Mike Brown for seventh. 
Suzuki support rider Denny Stephenson 
and Suzuki's Damon Huffman rounded 
out the top 10. 

Suzuki-mounted Greg Rand, from 
Hillsboro, Ohio, grabbed the holeshot in 
the second moto and hung with the lead- 
ers before crashing on the second lap 
and dropping out of contention. Hughes 
once again took control, but had Henry 
breathing down his neck. Way back in 
the pack, 14 seconds behind the leaders, 
was first-moto winner Emig. 

“I just blew it," said Emig of his poor 
start. “I slipped the clutch too much.” 
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(Right) Suzuki's 
Jimmy Button and 
privateer Jeff 
Matiasevich battled 
for fourth place in the 
second 250cc moto. 
Matiasevich came out 
on top of the duel, 
ending up fourth 
overall via 8-4 moto 
finishes. (Below) Less 
than an hour before 
the start of the first 
125cc moto, the 

frame of Robbie 
Reynard's Kawasaki 
was replaced.

But it didn't seem to matter much, as 
he began picking off riders one by one at 
an incredible pace. 

While Emig fought his way up 
through the pack, Hughes and Henry 
battled for the lead just ahead of Lamson 
and Lusk. On the third lap, Henry 
passed Hughes and led the way for five 
laps before Hughes, Lamson, Lusk and 
Emig all squeezed by the fading Honda 
rider, who was being hampered by 
severe cramping. 

А few laps later, Emig had moved 
into second and was setting Hughes up 
for the kill. With three laps remaining, 
Emig passed the Kawasaki rider and 
quickly pulled out a four-second lead 
that he would hold to the checkered flag. 

“I just wanted to put in a good, con- 
sistent moto," said Emig. "In the first 
moto, my lap times were too inconsis- 
tent; the second time my lap times were 
within one second the whole race. I just 
got my act together." 

Lamson made a late-race pass on 
Hughes, who later said that he rode 
most of the second moto with his 
Kawasaki's transmission stuck in third 
gear. 

" About the halfway point, I landed 
off a jump and something in the trans- 
mission broke," said Hughes. “АП I had 
was third gear." 

Lamson was pleased with how his 
day went. "I was a little tight in the first 
moto, but felt a lot better in the second," 
he said. "I'm happy I was able to walk 
away from here actually gaining a few

points on Henry, after losing points to 
him in the first moto.” 

Finishing fourth was Lusk, while his 
teammate Huffman passed an ailing 
Henry on the last lap to take fifth. Dobb 
got by Reynard in the latter part of the 
moto to finish seventh, while Tim Ferry 
and Brian Deegan rounded out the top

Coolbeth continued his forward 
progress, riding his Walters 
Brothers/Gardner Racing mount to the 
best finish of his young career. “Awe- 
some,” was all Coolbeth could say as he 
sported an ear-to-ear grin. 

As happy as the youngsters were with 
their finishes, the veterans who are sit- 
ting atop the points standings were dis- 
Satisfied. “It’s the worst track I’ve ever 
seen for a Grand National,” said points- 
leader Chris Carr after practice. A fall in 
his heat, a third-place finish in his semi, 
then a ninth-place finish in the National 
didn’t improve his opinion of things. 

“It's dry, it's slick and it's rough," con- 
curred second- and third-placed riders in 
the series point standings Scott Parker 
and Steve Morehead, echoing the feelings 
of most of the riders. Parker finished a 
distant seventh, while Morehead was 
11th. Though he wasn't on the winner's 
box, Parker seemed content with his 
evening. By finishing ahead of Carr, Park- 
er gained two precious points on the 
series points leader and now trails him by 
only four, 110-106. 


HEATS 


Coolbeth set the tone for the night's 
activities by winning the fastest qualify- 
ing heat and pocketing $100 for his 
efforts. In the opening heat race, Coolbeth 
found himself in second behind Kevin 











Atherton, even though he repeatedly 
challenged for the lead. 

“I just got the holeshot and tried to 
stay on the bottom. I never looked back, 
but Kenny showed me a little wheel late 
in the race and I had to turn it up a little. 
Getting a good start in the National is 
going to be the key," said Total Control 
Racing’s Atherton. 

The biggest news of the heat came on 
lap two, when Carr made one of his 
infrequent mistakes. “I tried to go under 
Kenny going into turn three. Turns three 
and four are almost a double apex and 
he got a good drive off three. I was too 
low and in too hot, and my front end 
turned under and it put me down. It 
was probably the slowest I’ve ever got 
off,” said Carr. Damage was done to the 





exhaust system and Kenny Tolbert 
quickly made repairs to the factory 
Harley so that Carr could compete in 
the first semi. Also semi-bound were 
Will Davis, Brett Landes and Mike Hale. 
Morehead, the rider with the hot 
hand on the National trail, jumped into 
the lead of heat two with Parker in tow. 
The two were pulling away when the 
red flag came out just before the halfway 
point.: Kevin Varnes had fallen in turn 
three, but was able to make the restart. 
On the restart, Morehead quickly put 
his Harley back up front. Parker was not 
quite as fortunate. “I tried to stay with 
Steve on the first lap and just couldn’t 
get slowed down. I went high and let 
(Jason) Fletcher under me, and after that 
I just couldn’t get it back. Jt was my 


error, that’s all,” said Parker, who also 
was semi-bound. 

The third heat was a preview of the 
main, with Pegram working his way 
around Hill and pulling out to a convinc- 
ing win. “I was checking Aaron’s line 
early, but he was going into the turns a 
lot slower than I was and I almost hit 
him, so I thought I’d better get around 
him,” said Pegram, after he rode to the 
fastest-heat win. Pegram's straightaway 
speeds were clocked at 96 mph. 

Also noteworthy in heat three was 
the fine ride of Andy Tresser on his 
Ducati. Tresser held off the charging 
Rodney Farris for third, but, along with 
Billy Herndon and Davey Camlin, all 
were headed into the semis. 

The last heat was red-flagged and

It was an eighth-mile National, though, 
as Nationals were of different lengths in the ear- 
lier days of dirt track, Carey rode a Harley to 
victory, while the only other rider to win a 
National at Williams Grove, Ernie Beckman - а 
famed member of the Indian Wrecking Crew - 
captured three wins.The victories in 1951, '52 
and '53 меге Beckman's only National wins. ` 


Some very strong opinions about the famed 
car track circulated the pit area. "We've got 
better Amateur tracks back home - this is terri- 
ble," said Jay Springsteen. Most felt the track 
was poor, at best. "We need to look at these 
new tracks harder. ` This one is shit. | know 
they ran sprint cars here last night. If we can't 
get the tracks a-day early for pre-race prep, 
then maybe we don't need them. They have a 
real good crowd here and if the track was 
prepped right, we could put on a real good 
show here. This is just one-line pole-puttin'," 
said Scott Parker. “When | told some of my 
sprint.car buddies | was going to Williams 
Grove, they just had this look of pity in their 
eyes," said veteran Steve Morehead. 


For his win, Larry Pegram pocketed $4500 of 
the $31,000 purse. Runner-up Aaron Hill 
picked ир $2850, while Kenny Coolbeth: Jr. 
made $2100, plus $100 for the fastest qualify- 
ing heat-race win. 


The points race draws even closer. Now only 
four points separate the factory Harley-David- 
son teammates, Chris Carr and Scott Parker. 
The two riders remain well ahead of Steve 
Morehead and Will Davis, but the ranks down 
the field are tightening up. Running just out- 
side the top 10, Larry Pegram, Geo Roeder II, 
Terry Poovey, Kenny Coolbeth Jr., Ronnie | 
Jones, Rusty- Rogers and Billy Herndon could 
all make major moves as the National series 
visits car track half-miles throughout the next 
four weeks. 


The Harley-Davidson 883 National Champi- 
onship Series points are still pending the dis- 
qualifications of Jason Fletcher and James | 
Hart at Dallas, which were appealed. As 
things stand now, Fletcher holds a command- : 
ing 39-point lead over Scott Stump, with Jay 
Springsteen close behind. - : 
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Davis blast Ьу. Davis wasn't done 
maneuvering his A&R Racing Honda, 
though, and took over the lead on lap 
six. “I had to find a line. I couldn’t make 
the bottom work, so I was running 
around the top making a big arc out of 
the turns. It’s just rough everywhere,” 
said Davis. Varnes was a solid second, 
while Farris held off Colson for the last 
transfer position. 

In the last semi, Roeder led fellow 
Ohio racer Chance Darling into turn one. 
Darling lit his tire up in turn two, allow- 
ing Parker and Herndon to flash by. By 
the halfway point, Roeder and Parker 
had pulled away, but Kevin Varnes was 
closing in on Herndon. By lap six, 
Varnes had pushed Herndon up to the 
leaders. 

With two laps left, Parker took over 
the lead. “I had to ride conservative. The 
way the track is if you press too hard 
you'd be on your butt," said Parker. 
Roeder finished second, while Herndon 
kept Kevin from being the second 
Varnes in the National.

Local favorite Randy Texter led the 
15-lap National into turn one, but -was 
quickly relegated back to seventh. 
Stump, Springsteen and Fletcher turned 
it into a three-rider war as they pulled 
away. Stump and Springsteen waged 
an intense struggle for the lead, with 
Fletcher lurking just behind. On lap 
four, Springsteen blasted around the 
outside of Stump in turn two. 

On the next lap, Stump returned the 
favor, then one lap later, Fletcher 
worked his way inside of Springer for 
second. “I slipped a couple of times, and 
once you lose ground on a track like this, 
it's really hard to make it up. My knee's 
a little sore from the 750 crash, but I'm 
okay," said Springer of his slide to third. 

Fletcher began to put the pressure on 
Stump and passed him as the halfway 
signal came out. "I passed him on the 
outside in turn two. I had tried the 
inside coming out of turn four, but ran 
out of room and we touched. It wasn't 
major, but I had to have patience and 
wait for my time," said the victorious 
Moroney's H-D/Gary Edmonds/Spec- 
tro/ Bell/WorksPerformance / Motion 
Pro/Power Mist/Fog City / American 
Iron Magazine-sponsored Fletcher. 

"Great race; I loved it. We touched a 
little coming out of four on one lap, but 
it was no big thing," said Stump.

As the checkered flag flew on the last 
semi, what had been an oppressively 
hot and humid day was suddenly 
chilled by a strong wind and the threat 
of rain. The riders were quickly called to 
the line to choose their all-important 
starting spots, and opinion varied as to 
the best area. Fastest-qualifier Pegram 
opted for the inside, so that he could 
start on what moisture there was left. 
Second-fastest qualifier Atherton looked 
for the traction of the groove and 
parked his bike on the outside. Between 
the two riders sat Morehead, Hill, Cool- 
beth and Jones. Davis was on the groove 
in row two with Parker, Varnes, Camlin, 
Fletcher and Stump to his left. Roeder 
was flanked by Farris, Herndon, Carr 
and Landes - riders that are not often 
seen on row three. 

When the light flashed green, More- 
head was first off the line, while Ather-

ton spun his tire, slipping to the outside 
off the groove and, for all practical pur- 
poses, saw his chances of victory disap- 
pear. Morehead led as the pack exited 
turn two, but bounced violently to the 
outside when he hit one of the numer- 
ous holes that littered the track. More- 
head saved it, but in no time dropped 
back to seventh. 

Pegram held his inside line and took 
over the lead down the back straight. 
“After a few laps I looked back and saw 
that I was pulling away from Aaron," 
said Pegram. "Then I checked every few 
laps and saw that my lead was growing. 
I thought I was trying to slow down, but 
my lap times actually got better. On that 
last lap, I damn near stopped." 

Hill kept in close contact with 
Pegram early in the race. "I thought 
maybe I had a shot at Larry early on, but 
then he started gaining about a bike 
length a lap. It seemed all I could see 
was his back wheel going into the turn 
as I was exiting," said Hill. 

Coolbeth made several unsuccessful 
runs at Hill early on, while he had Jones 
on his rear wheel. “I just wasn't real 
consistent. Late in the race, I think he 
might have been getting tired. I gained 
on him again, but I kept messing up and 
hitting that hole exiting turn four," said 
the Gardner Racing/Walter Bros. H- 
D/R&IManufacturing/Bell/Spectro/Gl 
en's Auto Body/House of Powder/ 
Motion Pro/Wilcox MC/Hawg Wild- 
backed Coolbeth. 

“Ву losing ground to Larry, it forced 
me to set my own pace. I could see 
Kenny and Jason gaining the last two 
laps and I almost bailed off in turn two. 
I had to settle myself down and not do 
anything stupid," said Hill. 

Fletcher moved around Jones on lap 
15 and reached a plateau. "I got just so 
close to Kenny, then I couldn't get any 
closer. He would mess up and I would 
think, "Okay, now I've got him,’ then I'd 
hit the same hole and be back where I 
started," said Fletcher. 

Jones settled into fifth in his first race 
back from his Parkersburg Half-Mile 
crash. "I just wasn't fast enough,” said 
Jones. "I didn't really get tired, but I 
haven't been able to train and I could be 
in better shape. It's good to be back." 

After struggling early in the race and 
dropping to as low as 10th, Farris may 
have been the second-fastest rider on 
the track. "We struggled all night. 
Something was always going wrong," 
said Farris. "Finally coming from row 
three to sixth in the National wasn't too 
bad.” 

But what about the big three in the 
point standings? Parker was a distant 
seventh. “I just wasn’t as fast as those 
guys,” said Parker. “I just put it on the 
pole and said: ‘If they are going to come 
around, they'll have to do it on the out- 
side.’ Morehead got around, but I got 
him back; then Rodney got me. Hell, I’m 
just glad I finished. I beat the guy I need- 
ed to - in fact, I beat both guys that I 
needed to beat.” Parker picked up two 
points on Carr, and four on Morehead. 

Morehead had other problems after 
surviving his near crash in the first turn. 
“Scotty got inside of me in turn two on 
lap 17 and he brought the Landes kid 
with him. He hit me and knocked me off 
the groove. I lost a lot and could never 
make it up,” explained Morehead. 

Carr made a strong run off row three, 
but the charge unraveled quickly. “I got 
to the outside on the first lap and passed 
a bunch of guys, but I just couldn’t hold 
it,” said ninth-placed Carr. “When I did 
get down, I would have had to stuff a 
few guys to move up and I just have 
never ridden that way.” 

Pegram’s Undo Racing teammate,

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 25 
ichael Doohan opened hostil- 
ities with a scathing verbal 
attack on the “outdated and 
dangerous” circuit of Assen. 
Then he set a blistering pace at the track, 
that had cost him the title in 1992, to win 
his fifth out of seven GPs this year and 
his fourth in succession. 

But instead of an expected easy ride, 
after Assen master Kevin Schwantz took 
his turn to crash in practice, the Aus- 
tralian title leader's HRC Honda was 
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pressed almost all the way and often led 
by the injured Lucky Strike Suzuki 
rider’s teammate, Alex Barros. 

The Brazilian led and crashed last 
year. This time, riding a bike hastily 
repaired after a spate of engine prob- 
lems, he kept it all together to secure 
second, less than two seconds adrift. 
Third went to Alex Criville after a last- 
lap battle with fellow Spanish Honda 
rider Alberto Puig, who was fourth. 

But what was in many ways the ride 
of the day only yielded fifth place. It 
went to Schwantz, who many thought 
was unlikely to race after dislocating 
and fracturing his wrist in the first prac-

tice session, but he bounced back hero- 
ically, wearing a cast and with a special 
handlebar grip, and even led in the early 
stages. 

It was an incredible performance, but 
the injury may cast a longer shadow, 
coming at the halfway point at one of 
his best tracks, just when he needed to 
start turning the tide on Doohan. It hap- 
pened, he admitted, when he was trying 
too hard in the first session, one lap after 
slotting into fourth place. He was 
flicked onto the low side, then found the 
bike following him towards the barriers. 
“I put out my left hand to push it off, 
and the gas tank landed on it." 

Three small bones were dislocated, a 
bone in his hand fractured, and his 
scaphoic bone cracked. Not for the first 
time, he shrugged off the pain and the 
doctors' early predictions that he was 
out of the race, and wrote another brave 
chapter in his continuing life story. 

The meeting was run in fine weather 
throughout, in front of the usual avid 
Assen crowd. Numbering 115,000, it 
was short of the record but better than 
last year. 

Doohan stretched his title lead to 42 
points, but still declined to be confident 
or to relent in his criticism of the classic 
circuit. "It's good to win here, but it 
hasn't changed my opinion. I think it's 
dangerous to race 500s on public roads 
profiled for drainage rather than grip. 
As for the title, there are still seven races 
left, and a lot of points to be won. Any- 
thing could happen." 

That sentiment was eagerly echoed 








by Schwantz, before flying to Dr. Clau- 
dio Costa's clinic in Bologna for urgent 
treatment to-his wrist injury with the 
Italian GP just eight days away. 

John Kocinski had led the first lap 
after a strong start, but the Cagiva rider 
was also carrying an injury to his left 
hand from his Hockenheim crash. He 
was disputing fifth with Schwantz when 
he missed his braking point for the first 
corner, and ran straight on without 
falling, rejoining to finish eighth. 

With HRC Honda's Shinichi Itoh an 
early crash victim, this left second Cagi- 
va rider Doug Chandler to take up the 
attack on Schwantz. But the Texan shad- 
owed his former teammate until the last 
lap, then nipped past to consign him to 
sixth. 

Daryl Beattie was seventh, his best 
result so far since he joined Malboro 
Roberts Yamaha this year, with team- 
mate Luca Cadalora fading to ninth, 
also suffering due to hand injuries from 
the previous race. 

Loris Reggiani had relished the 
prospect of Assen on the V-twin Aprilia 
400, but the bike failed to live up to 
expectations, running in its usual place 
between the private and factory V-fours 
then suffering a third successive race 
failure - this time a major blow-up that 
broke a connecting rod. 

The 250cc Grand Prix was thrilling, 
partly for the wrong reasons. A pair of 
crashes on lap three rewrote the plot as 
first Pileri Marlboro Honda's Loris 
Capirossi and defending World Cham- 
pion Tetsuya Harada left the party 
abruptly after the Italian rammed the 
Japanese rider at a slow corner. Later on 
the same lap, erstwhile leader Doriano 
Romboni on the HB Honda was also 
out, pushing too hard to stay ahead of 
the remorseless pole qualifier Max Biag- 
gi and his Chesterfield Aprilia. 

This left Biaggi to power away all 
alone to his third win, reclaiming the 
championship lead. 

The real race was a mad five-bike 
battle for second, with Tadayuki Okada, 
Wilco Zeelenberg, Ralf Waldmann and 
Nobuatsu Aoki (all on Hondas) swap- 
ping back and forth with an inspired 
Jean-Michel Bayle and his Chesterfield 
Aprilia. They were four abreast into the 
last chicane, where Aoki left his braking 
just too late, cut across the grass, and 
almost collided with Bayle at the back of 
the group. They finished in the above 
order, with Zeelenberg delighted to 
have found form again in front of his 
home fans. 

Takeshi Tsujimura's FCC Honda 
took an electrifying 125cc GP, after the 
Japanese rider had stalled on the line 
and been last away. He narrowly defeat- 
ed Jorge Martinez's Yamaha, home hero 
Loek Bodelier's Honda and Kazuto 
Sakata's Aprilia in a fierce dice that 
intensified on the last lap. Temporary 
second FCC rider Toshu Manako had 
been with them, but broke down with 
five laps left; Peter Oettl crashed out of a 
likely third place on the exit from the 
chicane, with only yards to the line. He 
was so angry he didn't even think of 
pushing the wreckage another few 
yards to secure fifth place. 

АП were helped by the early depar- 
ture of pole qualifier Noboru Ueda, who 
crashed on the second lap; and a second 
breakdown of the year for Dirk Raudies. 

Rolf Biland won a rather processional 














sidecar race from Klaus Klaffenboek - а 
survivor of the fatal pileup at Hocken- 
heim two weeks before - and Briton 
Derek Brindley. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


There wasn’t much doubt before the 
race about who was going to win, nor in 
the last lap. It was only the bit in the 
middle that was unexpected, as clear 
favorite Doohan found himself unable 
to shake off the pursuit of Barros and a 
dogged Criville, and was obliged to put 
his earlier hopes on hold. 

“I thought I might clear off at the 
beginning, but I got a bad start, then I 
thought I might do the same thing in the 
middle of the race, and that didn't work 
either. Then I decided to wait until the 
last two laps, and if that didn't work 
there was nothing left." 

The pole qualifier had gotten away 
fourth, with Kocinski grabbing the early 
lead, Schwantz on his tail, and Barros 
next. It an order they held for two more 
laps, all in each others pockets, until 
Schwantz - arm in a plaster cast, teeth 
gritted - made his move at the end of the 
pit straight, amazed to be leading in his 
condition. “I thought there must have 
been a crash behind me." 

Barros followed past at the end of the 
back straight, then Kocinski was con- 
signed to fourth by Doohan where 
Schwantz had gotten by. Then it was 
Criville's turn, and the American was 
fifth at the end of lap four in a much 
closer race than anyone had expected. 

Now Schwantz's injury started to tell 
and he slowed marginally, leaving Bar- 
ros in front, with Doohan shadowing 
and preparing to pounce. He did so at 
the Strubben, and was in the lead at last. 
But the anticipated escape simply didn't 
happen. Doohan went faster to break up 
the group, and Barros and Criville just 
went along with him. 

At half-distance, Barros nosed in front 
again for two laps; then Doohan took his 
turn, seeing that he was faster in some 
parts. "But when he followed me after 
that he must have picked up some tips," 
grinned Doohan, for when the Brazilian 
passed again on lap 15 he was noticably 
quicker. Doohan elected to play it cool to 
the finish, tucking in behind as Criville 
dropped off the back of the group, com- 
plaining later about a spinning rear tire. 

Two laps from the end, the show- 
down began. Barros was tight into the 
bends, then on the kink after the pits he 
was too tight, and Doohan swept past 
on the outside. Head down, he charged 
away. Head down, Barros followed him. 
Both riders made their fastest laps now 
Barros on lap 19 and Doohan on 20 - 
although short of Schwantz's 1991 
record. The gap never really closed right 
down, nor did it open up. 

The likelihood of a repeat of Barros's 
crash last year grew. He was in the lead, 
with Doohan just tantalizingly out of 
reach, and the temptation to try that bit 
harder must have been almost unbear- 
able. It is to the young Brazilian's credit 
that the resisted. 

"The Honda was faster past the pits, 
but the Suzuki was faster on the back 
straight,” he said, rather surprisingly. “I 
was hoping to attack, but I had a couple 
of wheelspins, and he was too far away. 
I decided second would be better than 
nothing." 

Thus Doohan flashed across the line 
1.9 seconds ahead, a far smaller margin 
than he would have wanted after a race 
most unexpectedly tense and difficult. 

Criville had meanwhile dropped 
back into the clutches of Puig, but he 
fought back, hanging on his back wheel. 
The issue was resolved on the last lap 
when Puig had a huge slide and was 



















































































thrown out of the seat, smashing the 
screen with his helmet. 

Some way back, Schwantz had been 
dogging Chandler's back wheel, con- 
serving his strength for a last-lap attack 
on the back straight that went perfectly 
according to plan, so he led the Cagiva 
across the line by half-a-second. 

^Doug was riding well, but the bike 
seemed to be leaking oil, with his feet 
coming off the pegs," said Schwantz. 
Chandler in turn complained that 
though he was fine on his own, anyone 
in front would slow him midcorner. 
"The engine was dropping out of the 
power band coming out of the turns." 

This came after the excitement with 
arch-enemy Kocinski, who complained 
later he'd been blocked by Schwantz on 
lap eight, as he and Puig caught the fad- 
ing champion. 

^He let the other guys through then 
closed the door on me. I guess I should 
have expected that of him." Schwantz 
had his own version: "I could see Alber- 
to (Puig) was fast so I let him by, but I 
wasn't going to let John go. I'm racing 
him for the championship." It almost 
ended in tears, with Kocinski attempt- 
ing an over-ambitious out-braking move 
at the first corner, and being forced to 
lift and run straight onto the grass, 
rejoining down in 15th. 

Beattie had a lonely but at least 
untroubled race to claim seventh, a best 
of the year. "I feel at last we're going in 
the right direction," he said, after noting 
that for once his front tire finished the 
race well-used but still working. He was 
still short of speed, though, a fact made 
obvious when he was dicing with Itoh 
before the Japanese rider crashed on lap 
six. "I'd pass him into the chicane, and 
he'd be ahead of me again when we 
crossed the finish line, barely 100 yards 
away." 

Kocinski worked his way back to fin- 
ish 14 seconds adrift. His last victim was 
the painful Cadalora, who had earlier 
been tussling for his honor with priva- 
teer John Reynolds and Reggiani's V- 
twin before the former had crashed and 
the latter suffered a crankshaft/con rod 
failure, reportedly the bike's first, ever. 

Bernard Garcia was a solitary 10th, 
with Jean Jeandat just beating Laurent 
Naveau to 11th. Then came Julian 
Miralles, Bruno Bonhuil and Jean Foray 
in a race with only 19 finishers. As well 
as those already mentioned, 12 retire- 
ments included Sean Emmett after a 
crash, Cristiano Migliorati and Lucio 
Pedercini after a private collision, and 
the luckless Niall Mackenzie, whose 
bike dropped onto two cylinders on the 
second lap. 


It may be too early to count chickens, 
but if you count points Doohan has an 
impressive lead over Schwantz, 161-119. 
Then comes Kocinski: (87), Criville (83), 
Barros (81) and Puig (77) all in a bunch, 
with non-scorer Itoh dropping back 
with 66. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


The race started with Romboni 
attempting a breakaway and Biaggi hot 
on his heels, then Capirossi and Harada 
emerging behind not only to chase the 
leaders but also scrap it out themselves. 
It didn't last very long. 

The first clash saw Capirossi try too 
hard to get underneath Harada at the 
looping Strubben, and he found himself 
running out of road with nowhere to go. 
He pushed Harada off the track before 
going into a looping high-side of his 
own that knocked him out. At first he 
blamed Harada, but later went and 
apologized. The Japanese rider had a 
simple tale. "I was in the corner when 
something hit me from behind." 

At the far end of the same lap came 
Romboni's tumble, at the Bult left-han- 
der. "I don't really know what hap- 
pened. The front just slipped away," he 
said. But Biaggi was happy to suggest 
that his rival was just pushing too hard 
in a vain attempt to escape. 

Anyway, it left Biaggi, already almost 
10 seconds in the clear, free to charge 
away to a magnificent third win of the 
year, his Aprilia faultless. "I saw Rom- 
boni fall, then I got the signal "Capirossi 
Out," but I continued to push hard. It 
was very important to win here." 

The real race was for second, where

Nobuatsu Aoki, Okada and Waldmann 
were caught by Zeelenberg and Bayle 
by the 10th lap, and a tooth-and-nail 
battle commenced that lasted to the flag. 
It was a little surprising that Okada 
wasn't able to break away, and impres- 
sive that both Waldmann and especially 
Bayle were able to hold their own. And 
all the while Zeelenberg was at or near 
the back, watching and waiting. 

The last lap was a masterpiece of ten- 
sion. Bayle was generally just out of 
touch as the other four went at it, finally 
arriving four abreast into the final chi- 
cane, where Aoki easily won the out- 
braking battle, only to run straight 
across the grass as the others battled on 
underneath his elbows. 

Okada, very properly, won out, 
while Zeelenberg's tactics turned out to 
be excellent for a popular and oppor- 
tunistic third place, his first rostrum in 
almost three years. Waldmann was right 
up behind - then Aoki wobbled into 
fourth. Unfortunately, he had rejoined 
all crossed up and forced Bayle into the 
dirt. The Aprilia team lodged a protest, 
but without much hope of success. 

Luis D'Antin had been left 25 sec- 
onds adrift for a solitary seventh; Eskil 
Suter defeated Jurgen van der Goorberg 
for eighth, while Patrick survived a 
first-lap pushing match to come 
through to 10th, narrowly ahead of Car- 
les Checa, Giuseppe Fiorillo and Assen 
first-timer Toshihiko Honma, on the 
Rainey Yamaha. 

Others retirements included the April- 
ias of Jean-Philippe Ruggia and Andy 
Preining, both with engine trouble. 

Thus luck and the points lead swung 
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back Biaggi's way, giving him 128 to 
Okada’s 116, Capirossi’s 102; then 
comes Romboni (93), Ruggia (78) and 
the impressive Waldmann (66). 


125cc GRAND PRIX 


Japanese Honda hero Takeshi Tsu- 
jimura stalled on the start line, then 
achieved the almost impossible at the 
difficult Dutch circuit, riding right 
through the field to take victory. He had 
to fight to the finish, with a five-strong 
group of bikes battling for much of the 
race and right up to the final corners. 

The race had started rather different- 
ly, with pole qualifier Noboru Ueda set- 
ting off furiously in an attempt to break 
away, hotly pursued by Dirk Raudies's 
similarly air-box-equipped Honda and 
the Aprilias of Peter Oettl and Kazuto 
Sakata. Ueda's effort lasted only until 
the second lap, when he fell trying too 
hard through typically difficult Assen 
kinks; Raudies went out one lap later 
with his first race seizure in three years. 

Tsujimura, left to push-start again 
after stalling his engine on the line, 
immediately commenced a furious 
recovery, passing 17 riders on the first 
lap to cross the line 16th (Akira Saito 
had helped him by crashing, while Car- 
los Giro broke down). When Raudies 
went, Tsujimura was up to seventh, and 
he was soon forging his way to the front 
of the leading group, now dominated by 
Sakata and Oettl. He took the lead for 
the first time on lap 12. 

It was a superb race, with six disput- 
ing the lead until Manako's Honda 
broke down with five laps remaining, 
leaving five to weave and duck and slip- 
stream each other to break formation 
and enter corners three or four abreast. 

At the finish, Tsujimura crossed the 
line barely two-tenths ahead of veteran 
Jorge Martinez's Yamaha. Oettl was with 
them, but ran too fast into the chicane, 
cutting the second apex then rejoining 
off-line so that he crashed, almost taking 
down Sakata. This left the way open for 
Dutch Honda-mounted privateer Loek 
Bodelier, in the race of his life, to claim 
third, with Sakata fourth. 

Oettl could still have had fifth if he 
had picked up his bike and pushed it 
across the line; instead he stalked off in 
a rage, leaving the position to Masaki 
Tokudome, 15 seconds down but mere 
hundredths ahead of Herri Tor- 
rontegui's Aprilia. Oliver Petrucciani 
took seventh. 

Another five seconds down, Garry 
McCoy, hampered by his badly injured 
right hand, managed to fend off Hideyu- 
ki Nakajiyo's Honda. Yoshiako Katoh

Doohan has been a fierce Assen critic since 1992, when the 
track destroyed his title hopes and some medical muddles 
almost destroyed his right leg. His dislike continued this year, 
but his lap time proved that the combination of Mick and the 
“94 Honda, as massaged by his crew chief Jerry Burgess, is the 
best-balanced package out there. 

One is running out of adjectives to describe the prowess of 
Puig. At the hardest track in his first 500 year he qualified sec- 
ond, the best-ever Spanish rider in the class. Nor was this due 
to previous track knowledge. "It's a different circuit on a 500 
than on a 250,” he said. “There are no straights any more, and 
all the reference points are wrong. I almost got into trouble

with the settings we had yesterday, although I lost out on tire 
testing. I hope the engine doesn't stop." 

Schwantz also had engine problems in his first session, 
which may have contributed to his unseemly, and cost- 
ly, haste at the end of the afternoon. It cost him progress 
on his main difficulty, which is still to find a comfort- 
able balance and stability for the bike, especially on cor- 
ner entry under braking. When he went out the next 
day, his left arm in a cast and holding a specially shaped 
handlebar grip, he planned to run three laps to break in 
a new motor, but soon became involved not only in 
"seeing if I could do it," but also continuing suspension 
experiments so that he ran 18 laps by the end, almost 
full race distance. 

The first positions in row two were also set on the 
first afternoon, with former Assen winner (in the year 
Doohan, Wayne Rainey, Schwantz and. Eddie Lawson 
all crashed) Alex Criville's Honda leading it, more than 
a second down on Doohan in front of him. 

Then came Doug Chandler's Cagiva, the American looking 
as though he was working hard, which is not a good style for 
Assen. He knew that, too, but when he smoothed out on day 
two he didn't match his times. "It's a strange track," he said. “Tt 
seems to get harder to ride a 500 here every year." 

Shinichi Itoh’s Honda was alongside, with John Kocinski 
next, well below par at a track where he had expected to have a 
chance of returning to winning. Instead, his middle finger on 
his left hand, broken a fortnight before, was stiff and sore. “1 
usually use two fingers on the clutch, but now I have to use my 
hold hand. I'm not even holding the bike the way I am used to,” 
he said. 

Daryl Beattie led row three, very lucky to escape unhurt 
after having to push the “Eject” button on the fastest part of the 
course, but little closer to regaining competitive form in spite of 
some improvement from new front Dunlops. It seems to be 
more a combination of corner exit speed and straight-line speed 
that is his biggest difficulty in his first Yamaha year. 

Loris Reggiani's 400cc V-twin Aprilia was next, 10th fastest, 
which was not up to the team's expectations. The bike wasn't 
fast enough, and the time it lost on the flat-out back section, tak- 
ing the bike from first gear to sixth, was at least as much as he 
made up on the twists.

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ayne Rainey has made the 

difficult transition from 

being the most dominant road 

racer of his era to a team owner - 

all in the span of six months. The three- 

time World Champion didn't plan on 

returning to the race track so quickly 

after his career-ending accident last Sep- 

tember. In fact, he planned on using 

1995 as a year to fully adjust to life in a 

wheelchair. Then came Team Mariboro 
Rainey. 

So far this team-owner thing hasn't 
been easy for the likeable Californian. 
With his rider, Kenny Roberts Jr., still 
struggling to recover from a broken 
arm, Rainey has been adjusting to life as 
a team owner with fill-in riders Jimmy 
Filice and Toshihiko Honma. 

We received the following interview 
with Rainey from Marlboro’s press ser- 
vices. 

What are your first impressions of 
team ownership and management? 

It’s interesting, but I’m still a racer. It's 
like I still put my helmet on every time 
everybody goes out on the race track 
and I still think like a rider more than 
anything else, because that’s what I am. 

I didn’t plan on coming back this 
year. I was going to take over in “95, but 
I needed something to do, so I stepped 
in to run the team with assistance from 
Marlboro Team Roberts. I work pretty 
close with the riders, and as far as run- 
ning the team goes, we work closely 
with Team Roberts. 

Being a rider I've got a certain way I 
approach racing - I pretty much fine- 
tuned everything I did to go GP racing. 
Now Im seeing how other riders do it, 
and it’s a lot different, so I can say little 
things to these guys which can make a 
big difference. І can say things to help 
them out, because I've already experi- 
enced it all. 

As far as being a team manager goes, 
I'm not busting in there shouting orders, 
I'm just watching and suggesting things 
when I think they need to be suggested. 
Otherwise I pretty much let them do 
their own thing. I want to get the team 
to work like the team I used to ride for. 
You need a team that gels, and my team 
didn't gel right away. You have to find 
people and put them in the right spots, 
and that's my job. 

Since your return to racing, you must 
have been through some very frustrat- 
ing times. 

As far as frustration goes, I'm not that 
frustrated because I can watch (Mick) 
Doohan and (Kevin) Schwantz and I 
can see what I used to look like. In fact, 
I don't pay much attention to what's 
going on in the 500 class, or what's 
going on in my team at the moment, 
because it's still all new to me. I’m still 
trying to see exactly what I have to do, 
because I've never had to do this 
before. 

As far as missing racing goes, sure I 
miss riding bikes tremendously; I miss a 
lot of the things I used to do, but I still 
know I did everything the way I wanted 
and I accomplished everything I want- 
ed. I have no regrets, other than that I 
wanted to win too bad, but that was just 
how focused I had to be. Those guys out 
there know I'd be racing with them, and 
I know I'd be racing with them. 

What are your plans for Kenny Roberts 











Jr. when he finally starts his first full 
Grand Prix season? 

I'm not really sure where Junior is at 
with his riding, because I haven't seen 
him ride this year. When he was doing 
all his pre-season testing 1 was just get- 
ting out of rehab, so I haven't worked 
with him at all. First of all, from what I 
can see now, we're going to let him do 
things his own way and just fine-tune 
his approach to racing. How he prepares 
for a race is where I can really help. He's 
obviously going to need a bike that runs 
good and is set up well - I want him to 
think a lot about the balance of the bike. 

We've had plenty enough problems 
so far, but hopefully the team and the 
bike have bottomed out now, so we can 
make advances. My strong point is 
going to be being patient. Junior's jump- 
ing into the middle of a hotly contested 
Grand Prix championship, riding 
against riders who are used 
to racing each other. 
They're used to the feeling 
of being in a Grand Prix; 
Junior's yet to really experi- 
ence this. 

You've got to remember 
- this is a 20-year-old kid 
who's really impatient, he 
wants to be over here rac- 
ing, but he can't because his 
arm is broken. We've just 
got to make sure he uses his 
head, remembers who he's 
racing against, and try to 
help him understand what 
it's all about. 

How does Marlboro Team 
Rainey's link with Marl- 
boro Team Roberts work? 
If there's anything that 
needs to be made for our 
bikes, I talk to Kenny 
(Roberts) about it. Kenny's 
overseeing the 250 team 
like his 500 thing; it's kinda 
all the same deal now. As 
for the team, the mechanics 
and the riders and me, 
we're all Marlboro Team 
Rainey guys, but as far as 
getting stuff made, that's all 
Team Roberts. It's all under 
Kenny's umbrella. Next 
year it will all be separated. 
Is your plan to run a 500 
team eventually? 

Most certainly, but I think 
the 250 deal is a perfect way 
for me to come back. Going 
through all the adjustments 
I've had to make in my per- 
sonal life, from the personal 
stuff, to coming back to the 
circuits and experiencing all 
those emotions, to putting my name on 
the side of the bike and fine-tuning the 
team has been perfect for me. 

Obviously our rider was hurt before 

we started, and through the testing 
we've done with Jimbo (Jimmy Filice) 
we found a lot of problems with the 
bike, so there's been no pressure on us 
to go out there and win a World Cham- 
pionship. But those problems were 
going to happen no matter what - (no 
matter) who was riding the bike, (or) 
whose name was on the side. 
You've also been helping the Marlboro 
Team Roberts 500 team, giving advice 
to Luca Cadalora and team newcomer 
Daryl Beattie. 








It's frustrating because those guys are 
having a hard time with the equipment. 
Daryl made a huge change this year, 
switching from Honda to Yamaha and 
Michelin to Dunlop. We didn't think it 
was going to be easy and obviously it's 
not, but in Austria he had his head 
down, I think he rode a really good race 
considering the problems the team's 
having. 

At Jerez I told Mike Sinclair (Beattie’s 
chief engineer), ‘Man, just stick in that 
real soft front tire.’ Mike said there's no 
way it would last the race, but I knew 
it'd be good for Daryl's confidence, and 
he went out there and went two seconds 
quicker. It wasn't a race tire, but as a 
rider I could feel what Daryl was feel- 
ing, and sometimes you use something 
to get the confidence back and let him 
know: 'Hey, it's not your riding, it's an 
adjustment problem’. I can do little 


things like that because I'm still thinking 
as a rider, whereas Kenny (Roberts) 
hasn't ridden since the end of time! 

I think we were real fortunate with 
the 500 over the last couple of years - we 
went as good as we could on that bike. I 
was used to the problems; they were 
just something I had to deal with. Now 
with me not being there, it's real frus- 
trating, I can see the other teams keep 
refining their 500s and we've got the 
same old ones. 

Your recovery has been remarkable. 
Are you glad you came back to racing a 
year earlier than planned? 

I'm back, but I'm still doing a lot of 
adjustments, because I still feel like a 














racer and I get frustrated when our 500 
and 250 teams aren't doing good. I'm a 
team player, so I want Luca and Daryl, 
Yamaha and Team Roberts and my own 
team on top. I think if I were home, I'd 
be wondering what was really going on. 

Frank Williams told me to get back in 

there as soon as possible, and it was the 
right decision to come back; it keeps my 
mind occupied. I've got a lot of stuff 
going on so I've not got much time to 
think about nothing else but racing. 
Does team ownership seem more diffi- 
cult now you're not looking at it from a 
rider's point of view? 
I never considered it when I was riding, 
but racing a motorcycle is by far the 
hardest thing to do, because on Sunday 
it's all up to you. This other stuff is a lot 
more time-consuming because there's 
always somebody that needs to talk to 
you, or you've always got to talk to 
somebody else, or some- 
body needs an answer 
right away. This part is 
new to me because | didn't 
have to do this stuff before 
- as a rider you can shut 
the door and say “Don't 
talk to me', but as a team 
owner you have to talk to 
everybody. 

I want to be successful 
so I'm working hard at 
that, but you can't be suc- 
cessful right off - brand- 
new teams don't come in 
and win World Champi- 
onships in their first year. I 
just want to make sure that 
next year all the players 
are in place and the team 
gels right. 

Were you surprised by the 
warmth of the reception 
you received from fans 
and the paddock on your 
return? 

I didn't know what to 
expect, but for sure it's 
helped me a lot. It's nice 
that people see me and 
don't care about the wheel- 
chair, at least from what I 
can tell. They seem to say: 
"Hey, he's okay, he just 
can't move them legs.' For 
sure that's helped me a 
bunch, because I didn't 
want to come back and 
upset a bunch of people, 
and so far I haven't seen 
that. I think people need to 
know that being in a wheel- 
chair is okay; it's just the 
way it ended up for me, but 
they can see I can still be 
productive and I still want to do things. 

I've now got a much broader focus. 
I'm not only interested in motorcycle 
racing like when I was a racer, now I'm 
into in all aspects of the industry. I think 
I can have a much bigger impact now 
because I can touch things in a lot of 
ways I couldn't when I was a racer. 

When you're a racer, you have to be | 
focused on yourself and winning. Now, 
Ican focus on what we can do for safety 
in the future, what we can do for the 
image of motorcycling, and how we can 
raise awareness. You don't have time for 
all that stuff when you're a racer, so it's 
a whole new world of interesting possi- 
bilities for me. єх

World Championship Observed Trials Series

NORDEN, CA, JUNE 25-26 
T= World Championship Trials 
Series returned to the United States 
after a one-year hiatus, and the 
astonished spectators on hand may have 
witnessed history in the making. Five- 
time World Trials Champion Jordi Tar- 
res dazzled the crowd as he danced his 
factory Gas-Gas to a decisive win, fur- 
ther extending his series point lead. As 
it now stands, it looks as if Tarres is well 
on his way to a record-setting sixth 
World Championship title. 

Tabulating a score of a mere 18 
points, Tarres easily outclassed the rest 
of the field. Finishing in the runner-up 
position was Tarres’ 21-year-old coun- 
tryman and teammate, Joan Pons, who 
actually tied 1992 World Champion 
Tommi Ahvala with 26 points. By virtue 
of a lower Saturday score, Pons edged 
Ahvala for second-place honors. Still, 
the former champ was happy to garner 
third-place honors aboard his factory 
Fantic. 

The snow-flecked mountains of the 
Donner Ski Ranch served as a perfect 
locale for the seventh round of the 1994 
World Championship series. Last play- 
ing host to a World round in 1982, Don- 
ner remains a favorite with American 
and foreign riders, alike. The ski resort, 
owned by trials enthusiast Norm Saylor, 
abounds with huge slabs of granite, tall 
pine trees and traction galore. An ideal 
weekend of gentle breezes and 78- 
degree weather greeted a total of 24 
competitors, about five of whom were 
capable of toppling the mighty Tarres 
machine from the podium. Notable 
among the co titors was Wat- 
sonville, California's Kip Webb, the only 
rider to have challenged the Donner 
course in both the 1982 and 1994 events. 
At 36 years of age, the burly, muscular 
Webb remains a constant threat on the 
American trials championship circuit. 

Saturday's action saw the one-lap, 
four-mile course crowded, as spectators 
- estimated by organizers at approxi- 
mately 3000 on Saturday and 7000 on 
Sunday - took to the hills en masse to 
watch the riders attack the 12 sections. 

The new standards of World Round 
competition have the riders negotiating 
a single loop as a qualifier on Saturday, 
to thin the ranks to a field of 40. For the 
American round, however, no such 
thinning was required as only 24 riders 
started the event. Conspicuously absent 
was reigning U.S. National Champion 
Ryan Young of Pennsylvania, who lately 
rides only in defense of his National 
titles, with little interest in making 
appearances at World events. New 
York's Ray Peters, a contender for the 
U.S. crown,was present, though side- 
lined by injuries to his wrist and shoul- 
der suffered during a midweek practice 
session. Peters rode a new French-built 
Scorpa at the California El Trial de 
Espana in May, and would certainly 
have been a top American contender 
had it not been for his ill-timed injury. 

The U.S. round was the second of the 
series to utilize the new three-minute 
rule within the sections. Some riders, 
notably Steve Saunders of Great Britain, 
were known to take as long as seven 
minutes in a section. This often caused 
bottlenecks and long lines, preventing 
some riders from being able to finish the 
event within the allotted time. When 
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Five-time World Champion Jordi Tarres 
captured his 51st career win in style and 
further extended his series point lead. 
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this happens, dreaded “late points” are 
accumulated and added to precious low 
scores. Spectators were treated to audi- 
bly shrill whistles blown by checking 
staff to warn riders at the various 
minute intervals. Rider coaches, known 
as minders, were also acutely aware of 
the time limitations, and in some cases 
verbally hurried their riders along. 

In spite of the length of the sections, 
which were generally laid out at the 
maximum length allowed, the relative 
ease of the sections - at least for the visit- 
ing Europeans - made for no worries 
about bottlenecks or close time manage- 
ment. 

Section one was a relatively simple 
affair, highlighted by a short, loose and 
rocky climb that claimed many a dab 
from the U.S. riders. Crowd favorite 
Lonny Hallsted of Portland, Oregon, 
was the first American to make the 
climb, but fived the section when his 
Martin Belair-sponsored Montesa hung 
up on a large granite outcropping. All of 
the European World riders cleaned the 
section, which was a crowd favorite, 
being closest to the pit area. 

Section three featured a number of 
technical turns and climbs, again 
amongst intimidating granite slabs, but 
ended in an incredibly difficult section 
that allowed riders to take a variety of 
lines. World Champion Tarres hopped 
and skipped his factory mount up the 
chute, straddled a six-foot gap, and 
leap-frogged up to the exit. Top Japan- 
ese rider Takumi Narita - dubbed Speed 
Racer for his lean, aggressive style and 
calm demeanor - showed a flash of bril- 
liance in line selection that was quite 
different from the Spaniard. Narita, the 
only Japanese rider on the World circuit, 
picked his way carefully and deliberate- 
ly through the chute with the same 
result: a clean ride. 

Perhaps the most visually stunning 
of the sections was the famous Otis Ele- 
vator section eight. Long a favorite at 
Donner, “Otis” features repeated steep 
climbing, then descending, hence the 








name. Interestingly, U.S. 
Fantic importer Bob 
Miller noted that at the 
1982 Donner World 
round, only two competi- 
tors were able to complete 
Otis Elevator without a 
score of five. Those riders 
were then-current cham- 
pion Eddy Lejeune of Bel- 
gium, and American 1979 
World Champ Bernie 
Schreiber of La Crescenta, 
California. In the 1994 
edition, with 1994 tech- 
nology and skills, every 
rider in the field at least 
made it through the entire 
section, with every World 
Championship rider 
cleaning it. How times 
change. 

Sections 10 and 11 fea- 
tured enormous climbs on 
sticky Donner granite, 
forcing riders to make 
sharp turns and jump vast 
gaps, sometimes four feet 
across, perhaps six feet in 
the air. 

After the first loop, 

Tarres noted that: "Riding 

on these rocks is deceiv- 

ing because the tremen- 

dous grip allows for good 

rides, but can also make small mistakes 
into big mistakes when trying to correct 
the mistake." 

The first lap ended with Tarres tied 
at six points with Spanish wunderkind 
Joan Pons. In his third World champi- 
onship season, Pons has matured into a 
steady, aggressive rider, certainly capa- 
ble of accumulating top world po:nts. 
Former World Champion Ahvala card- 
ed a third place for the lap with an 
eight-point tally. 

Touted as a future World Champion, 
Marc Colomer, mounted on a Beta Tech- 
no, had been tied at six points with Tar- 
res and Pons going into the last section -

a straight-forward rock garden high- 
lighted by a climb over a four-foot 
diameter log - but the pressure of per- 
formance under daunting conditions 
overcame the Beta rider. The Spaniard 
slipped on a large granite platform, fell 
and accrued a five. Angered by his fail- 
ure, Colomer, shouting obscenities in 
Spanish, gunned his bike off the section 
into a crowd of spectators lined up three 
deep. Narrowly avoiding the gathered 
masses, Colomer raced off in a rage to 
the pits, to collect himself. A reprimand 
from the FIM jury settled down the 
young rider, who was in some jeopardy 
of being chased and possibly assaulted 





by a few of the hooligans 
angered by his show of 
poor sportsmanship. 

First American hon- 
ors fell to Geoff Aaron of 
Connecticut, mounted 
on a Cosmopolitan 
Motors Beta, with a first- 
day score of 39, followed 
closely by 1993 National 
High School Champion 
Jess Kempkes of Nebras- 
ka. The enormous differ- 
ence in score between 
the Americans and the 
World Championship 
riders reflects a tremen- 
dous gap in ability and 
seriousness with which 
the sport is approached. 
By and large, the Euro- 
pean riders, and Japan's 
Narita, are full-time tri- 
als riders, while Ameri- 
cans ride trials as a 
hobby or leisure activity. 
Aaron is a full-time col- 
lege student; Webb a 
diesel mechanic. 

Sunday saw a carbon 
copy of Saturday's 
event, with Tarres card- 
ing repeated low scores; 
Pons and Ahvala in pur- 
suit. The organizing 
club, Pacific Internation- 
al Trials Society (PITS), 
had announced that rid- 

ers would be allowed only one coach, or 
minder. All riders abided by this rule, 
though Tarres had an entourage of min- 
ders disguised as event staff. He 
enjoyed a total of four minders on Satur- 
day, and amongst them was his brother. 
The PITS club made stringent efforts to 
correct this on Sunday in an effort to 
maintain fairness among the competi- 
tors. 

With or without his excess crew of 
minders, Tarres proceeded to spank his 
competition with a display of balance 
and technique that far surpassed his 
competitors. When all was said and 
done, Tarres stood atop the field with a 
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World Championship Observed Trials Series- 















final score of 18. Pons and Ahvala ended 
the weekend tied on points, but it was 
Pons who was awarded second-place 
honors because of his better Saturday 
score. 

“The sport appears to be growing in 
the U.S. There were about a million peo- 
ple screaming and cheering at section 
12. It was difficult to concentrate,” said 
Tarres. 

Following Ahvala in the fourth-place 
spot was the flashy Beta rider, Brit Steve 
Colley. Going against the grain of the 
usually conservative and stoic English 
style of riding, Colley has adapted him- 
self to the self-described "wild and out- 
of-control" style of the riders from the 
European continent. 

Italy's Donato Miglio finished in fifth 
astride yet another Gas-Gas, a brand 
enjoying fantastic sales worldwide. 
Curiously, not a single Aprilia was 
entered; they may, indeed; be scaling 
back on their trials effort, opting instead 
to concentrate on their road race team. 
Not since Ahvala's world crown in 1992 
has Aprilia made an impact on the 
World scene. 

"Though I rode poorly and dabbed 
many times, the sections were too easy 
and the grip was too great, making for a 
low-scoring event," said seventh-placed 
Narita. "I love this type of terrain, 
because it is good for the public; but I 
seem to do better in more tight, techni- 
cal traps. 1 am having some difficulty 
today, both physically and mechanical- 
ly. The thin air makes it difficult for me 
to breathe and also the motorcycles run 
differently at this altitude." 

American Aaron was clearly the 
crowd favorite of those in the know, car- 
rying the American effort to an eventual 
16th spot, one place shy of a points-pay- 
ing position. Diminutive Montesa rider 
Amos Bilbao of Spain is slowly improv- 
ing his placing after a year of develop- 
ment on the all-new Montesa. Eventual-

Do you mind? 


ew to the sport of trials is the con- 
N cept of a helper/coach. Known as 

“minders,” these riders are not com- 
petitors, but they ride with the competi- 
tors and assist in the sections. They help 
to spot alternate lines that might not be 
readily evident, act as a spotter in particu- 
larly harrowing sections, carry spare 
parts, food and water for the rider and, 
perhaps most importantly, help the rider 
by shouting directions such as how many 
inches to kick over the rear wheel, or how 














Lampkin. Martin is loud of voice and in his 
strong Yorkshire brouge makes no apologies 
for the yelling and screaming that he does in 
trying to get Dougie to clean each section. 
Truly a “Little League Dad” in his devotion to 
his son’s success, it is quite evident in some 
cases that young Dougie (whose name is pro- 
nounced like Doogie Howser, of television 
fame) wishes dear old dad would just shut 
up! Also evident is the fact that, given the dif- 
ficult and dangerous nature of some sections, 
Martin does a great job of breaking Junior's 
concentration. From admonitions of “More 
muscle! More muscle! Muscle it up!” to “Let's 
have no more of that!” spoken in a 100-decibel 
voice, the Lampkin clan presents an imposing 





far back a rider can wrench or jerk his 
bike to get in good attack position before breaking the bound- 
ary ribbons. 

With the increasing talents and new tricks that are being 
developed on an almost daily basis, the minder plays a valuable 
role in every rider’s World Championship effort. 

The concept harkens back to the 1980s when a rider would 
only have a minder if he had a brother competing in the World 
rounds as well. Frenchman Thierry Michaud rode to two World 
Championships with the aid of his brother, Fred. Multi-time 
champ Eddy Lejeune of France went one better by entering two 
brothers, Jean-Michele and Eric. American 1979 World Champi- 
on Bernie Schreiber was once heard remarking that a win in the 
World Championships was impossible in the 80s unless you 
had a brother. 

Some of the minders assisting today’s competitors are them- 
selves former contenders. Takumi Narita rides with the assis- 
tance of his father, Shozu Narita, a former Japanese champion, 
while Brit Steve Colley is ably aided by John Reynolds. Andy 
Saum of Arizona was helped by former competitor Todd Roper, 
and Montesa’s Lonny Hallsted was minded by his sponsor, 
Martin Belair. 

Perhaps the most amusing combination is that of Dougie 
Lampkin and his minder/father, 1975 World Champion Martin 


team on the scene. 

Following closely is a cowboy-hatted Irishman, Ernie Page, a 
former Trophy Team rider for the English ISDT team in the 
‘60s. Page’s son, David, was a teammate of Dougie Lampkin, 
and in fact surpassed Dougie in some events. Coached by both 
Martin and Ernie, the two British lads were heir to the throne 
held so long by Rob Crawford and Steve Saunders. Tragically, 
David Page succumbed to leukemia in August of 1993, and 
Ernie Page and family carry on in support of Dougie, as son 
David would have wanted. 

The Lampkin family has a long history in the sport with 
Martin's achievements, plus those of Dougie's uncle Arthur and 
cousin John Lampkin, whose career was cut short by a horrific 
auto accident. John currently imports Betas in the U.K. and 
sponsors both Dougie and fellow Brit Steve Colley. 

One finds that it is often difficult to distinguish between 
minder and competitor. Some dress identically, like Frenchman 
Jean-Luc Nictou and his minder. Other minders wear the cloth- 
ing of the rider's previous year. Jordi Tarres' brother consistent- 
ly wears the old gear. The only surefire way to tell is that the 
competitor's number bib is white with black numerals, while 
those of the minders are yellow. The concept of minders, which 
arguably can be seen as unnecessary, has certainly added color 
to the trials scene. 








ly hoping to regain the form he showed 
in ‘92 aboard a Gas-Gas, Bilbao is one of 
the sport’s true ambassadors, grinning 
and chatting with fans. 

At press time, the results were 
unclear, as the 11th-place rider, Italy’s 
Piero Sembenini, who was being mind- 
ed by Oregonian Kary Krahal, lodged a 
protest against a five he felt he was 
unfairly assessed when his boot leaned 
against a large boulder. The checker 
stood by his claim that the movement 
warranted a five, while Sembenini 
argued for a single dab. The FIM jury 
was reviewing evidence, including a 
video shot by a spectator. The outcome 
could be critical, as a favorable ruling 
would put Sembenini into the 10th spot 
with accompanying points, ahead of 
Beta’s Dougie Lampkin, son of former 
world champ Brit Martin Lampkin. 

Team Gas-Gas International Sales 
Manager Andreu Codina, himself a for- 
mer World contender, expressed no sur- 
prise in the eventual outcome. “We were 
confident, of course that Pons could ride 
with the top competitors. It was only a 
matter of time before Joan, like Marc 
Colomer, became equal to Jordi.” 

When asked at the conclusion of Sat- 
urday’s event, when Pons and Tarres 
were tied with six points apiece, Codina 
refused to make a prediction. “On a 
course such as this, anything is possible. 
The event can be won or lost in a single 
section with a single mistake. The grip 
afforded by the rock slabs makes mis- 
takes very big. A small mistake soon 
becomes a big mistake - so, no predic- 
tions...only that a Gas-Gas rider will 
win!” 

While the final result of Tarres deci- 
mating the field was no surprise to the 
average, knowledgeable trials fan, the 
big surprise was the second-place rider, 
Joan Pons. Long a popular rider in his 
homeland, Pons is the 1994 European 
Champion. Cutting a smaller figure 
astride his factory Gas-Gas, Pons is a 
larger-than-life competitor, fully capable 
of a World Championship win. While 
the wily Tarres is now the elder states- 
man of the sport, hot young newcomers 
like Angel Garcia, Gabriel Reyes, 
Colomer, Narita and Lampkin are mak- 
ing life miserable. Several veterans of 
the sport like Miglio, Ahvala and Bosis 
must keep an eye out for these young 
upstarts. Several young American riders 
like Jess Kempkes and Matt Moore are 
making their presence felt on the U.S. 
scene, though both have quite a ways to 
go to be in the same class as Tarres. 
With the emergence of new talent, many 
observers of the trials scene have. pre- 
dicted that this will be the year that Tar- 
res is toppled. The now grizzled vet, 
however, is proving them wrong. This 
appears, indeed, to be the year of Jordi 
Tarres...again! сх

MAMMOTH LAKES, CA, JUNE 23-26 

Us only been eight short months since 

Kevin Windham decimated the 125 

and 250cc Intermediate classes at last 
year's Mammoth Mountain MX, and for 
the flock of Pro class competitors on hand 
at this year's running of the popular race, 
it hasn't been long enough. For Wind- 
ham, a feeling of déjà vu emerged as the 
125 and 250cc Pro class finals unfolded. 
Just as he did in last year's Intermediate 
class finals, Windham worked into the 
point positions early on and went on 
largely unchallenged as he romped away 
with a pair of convincing wins.

"It's pretty neat to come back and win 
the pro classes the same way that I won 
the Intermediate classes,' said the likable 
16-year-old, who hails from Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana. "I knew that my 
chances of winning were good coming 
into the event, but I was having some 
problems in my qualifiers and was a little 
worried. I owe a lot of thanks to the 
Team Green and Pro Circuit guys, who 
got my bikes running good before the 

"Kevin did just like a lot of guys," 
said Pro Circuit's Mitch Payton. "He 
came to Mammoth with the idea of just 
having fun, and brought up his practice 
bike..After a few laps of practice, he real- 
ized that he was getting pulled, and then

all of a sudden things weren't as fun any- 
more. We put his race engine in the bike 
and he waxed “em.” 

The Pro classes that Windham didn't 
compete in - the 500cc and Vet Pro - were 
topped by Kawasaki Team Green's Ty 
Davis and Beach Sportcycles Yamaha 
rider Doug Dubach, respectively. Davis 
was the most consistent racer of the 
weekend, backing up his 500cc class win 
with a runner-up finish in the 250cc class 
and a come-from-behind ride for fourth 
in the 125cc division. 

"]t's a good feeling to come back after 
racing off-road all year and be able to 
keep up with the newest up and comer," 
said Davis. “I thought I could run Wind- 
ham down if I started with him, but he 
just got away." 

Rounding out the top three behind 
Windham and Davis in the 250cc Pro 
class was none other than the Dogger, 
Ron Lechien. After leading the early part 
of the race, a low-speed crash dropped 
Lechien to third, where he stayed to the 
finish. The FMF-sponsored rider also fin- 
ished second in the 500cc Pro class. 

^Man, I haven't been training at all," 
said Lechien. "It's pretty bitchin' to run 
with these guys, considering." 

The 125cc Pro class podium was filled 
out by former 250cc World Champi- 
onship Series runner-up Mike Healey, 
who competed aboard an MMF-backed 
Yamaha, and FMF-sponsored Shaun 
Kalos, who piloted a Suzuki. 

Dubach used consistent 3-1 moto 
scores to nab the win the Vet Pro class. 
KTM's Greg Zitterkopf won the first 
moto going away aboard a big four- 
stroke, but crashed and separated his 
shoulder at the start of moto two. This 
left the door wide open for Dubach, and 
he went on to win the moto over overall 
runner-up Rex Staten. 

Over 1100 entrants showed up to do 
battle at this year's event, and although 
the Southwick 125/250cc MX National 
kept the factory riders away, pro-class 
action was as spectacular as ever. Thurs- 
day saw the Vets and Seniors take to the 
track, while the Women, Mini, Four- 











Stroke and Open classes did battle оп Fri- 
day. Saturday’s program consisted of 
125-class races, while the 250s finished 
off the weekend on Sunday. 

About a mile long, the famous Mam- 
moth Mountain MX course winds 
through the trees of the Sherwin Creek 
area of the High Sierras. The natural ter- 
rain track routes racers up, down and 
around the mountains, and gets plenty 
rough, despite it’s loamy conditions. 

Classes that had an ample number of 
entrants were divided into divisions, and 
a supercross-style qualifying format was 
run to determine who would compete, 
and who would spectate, come time for 
the main event. Classes that had only 
enough racers to make up a single divi- 
sion competed in two motos, with the 
overall winner being the most-consistent 
racer. 


THURSDAY 


Less than 30 racers showed up to con- 
test the Vet Pro class, so a two-moto for- 
mat was implemented for the fastest of 
the 30-and-over crowd. Factory KTM 
rider Greg Zitterkopf piloted an LC4 604 
four stroke to a convincing win over 
Kawasaki Team Green's Rex Staten and 
BSY Yamaha's Dubach. Zitterkopf 
motored into the lead early on and 
Opened up a commanding lead that he 
held to the finish. Though many specta- 
tors felt that “Zit” enjoyed a huge power 
advantage over Staten’s KX500 and 
Dubach's YZ250, he was quick to com- 
ment otherwise. 

"I think I was giving a lot up on the 
uphill - the two-strokes were definitely 
gaining on me there," said Zitterkopf. 
"But I was pretty fast in the other sec- 
tions of the course. I could really hook up 
while the other guys were spinning." 

Staten raced home second, a distance 
behind, while Dubach gathered third- 
place points after working up from a so- 
во start. 

Moto two spelled disaster for Zit- 
terkopf, as he crashed hard in the first 
turn and suffered a separated shoulder. 
Staten was glad to take over at the head 
of the pack, but this time Dubach started 
much better and would hunt the old man 
of motocross down. After gating about 
fourth, Dubach ripped through the back 
sections of the course and managed to 
close the gap on Staten within a few laps. 
Once into the lead, Dubach held full con- 
trol of the point position and rode home 
the moto and overall winner. Staten was 
second, while Yamaha's Jim Holley came 
home third. It was Willy Musgrave's con- 
sistent 4-4 scores, though, that earned 
third overall. 

“I told myself at the beginning of the 
year that I wasn't going to do every 
National; that's why I skipped South- 
wick. I want to have fun, and it's humid 
and humid back there, so I came to Mam- 
moth," said Dubach. 

Rod Richardson was unbeatable in the 
Vet Intermediate class. The Yamaha pilot 
easily topped his heat race, then went on 
to a solid win in the main event. Chasing 
Richardson home were Favio Gonzalez, 
John Langhammer and a quartet of rac- 
ing brothers. Rob Engel was fourth, 
ahead of John Zahrt, Tom Engel and 
Kenny Zahrt. 

The Vet Junior class saw a battle 
between its two heat-race winners, with 
Brand Johnson and Danny Castro argu- 
ing over the top spot. Johnson came out 
on top of the battle that counted, leading 
Castro when the checkered flag flew. Jim 
O'Neal came home third aboard his 
O'Neal USA-backed Honda. 


FRIDAY 


Like in the Vet Pro class, a small - for 
Mammoth - field turned out to do battle 








in the Open Pro class. This year, the 
Sound of Thunder Four-Stroke Series 
was held in conjunction with the regular 
Open Pro race, and the thumper pilots 
hoped to open some eyes by whipping 
some two-stroke butt. 

It was not to be, however, as the two- 
strokes ruled. Davis, a former SOT Series 
champion, opted to compete aboard a 
Kawasaki KX500 and soundly trounced 
the competition with a two-moto sweep. 
Davis took control of the lead on the first 
lap of the opening moto and ran away to 
Score a commanding win. Pro Circuit's 
Buddy Antunez shadowed Davis in the 
early stages, but eventually dropped to a 
distant fourth. Lechien motored into sec- 
ond before the halfway point, but was 
unable to gain any ground on the leader. 
Mike Healey was arguably the fastest 
rider on the track, and charged into third 
and onto Lechien's rear fender by the 
time the checkers came out. Healey, how- 
ever, was protested and later disqualified 
for competing aboard a 250cc machine. 

“I thought it was a big bore,” said 
Healey of the Yamaha he raced. “My 
sponsors gave it to me to race, and told 
me it was legal. I don’t understand the 
protest - 1 was completely out-powered. I 
guess I can't win for losing. I ride my ass 





off on a slower machine and get disquali- 
fied for it." 

Honda R&D rider Rich Taylor inherit- 
ed third after Healey's demise. 

Davis again took control in the second 
moto, and though he was kept honest by 
Lechien, basically had a clean and easy 
moto. Lechien managed to close in dur- 
ing the final few laps, but was never a 
serious threat to Davis. Antunez was 
third and third overall, while Taylor 
rounded out the top four aboard his Eric 
Crippa-tuned Honda. 

"Ronnie kept me honest, but I guess I 
had a pretty easy time," said Davis. "I 
had a good time.” 

Terry Fowler was the top-finishing 
SOT rider, nabbing eighth overall aboard 
a Husaberg. 

Davis also smoked the Four-Stroke 
Open class aboard a Kawasaki KLX600R, 
besting Husaberg rider Jed Green by a 
sizable margin in both motos. Michael 
Protzman was third overall aboard a 
Honda XR600. 

Making a notable return to racing in 
the Open Intermediate class was Mike 
Dunlap, a former professional racer who 
was in a coma only 11 months ago. "I 
crashed at a race in Japan and was in a 
coma for two weeks. I broke my femur,

back and shoulder, and when I woke up 
I swore I'd never race again," said Dun- 
lap. "But you know how it goes: you 
start riding and then you think, *Hey, I 
can race again.” 

Dunlap came home the overall winner 
by virtue of 2-1 moto finishes. Kawasaki- 
mounted Eddie Davis trounced the first 
race, edging Dunlap and ATK-mounted 
Pat Foster, but a series of crashes and off- 
track excursions kept him from repeating 
his win in the second go-round. Dunlap 
capitalized on the crashes of his competi- 
tors and took over the lead in moto two 
aboard his Pro Circuit/Sinisalo/Power- 
bar/N-Style-backed Yamaha WR500, and 
raced home the moto and overall winner. 
Davis recovered for second, while Foster 
nabbed third overall aboard his big four- 
stroke. 

Cycle News contributor Scott Hoffman 
raced away to a resounding win aboard 
his Spike Racing-backed Honda in the 
Open Junior class after avoiding a nasty 
first-turn crash that claimed several com- 
petitors. Marc Tucker was second; Dar- 
ren Rivers was third. 

As usual, Kawasaki's Ricky 
Carmichael was the cream of the crop in 
the mini classes. The personable little

BLARGIES, FRANCE, JUNE 26 
ortunes swung back again in 
favor of the two-strokes at the 
hillside Blargies track in the 
heart of Picardy, 50 miles northwest of 
Paris. 

Swede Marcus Hansson drilled his 
Honda to its second win of the cam- 
paign in a savage tussle on the treacher- 
ous polished surface, while four-stroke 
contenders Jacky Martens and Joel 
Smets both lost ground in the standings 
after getting tangled up with other rid- 
ers. 

Hansson's 37-point haul has moved 
him back into an 11-point lead over 
Husky rider Martens, who also had to 
contend with noise-control worries but 
fought back for second on the day. 
Vertemati-mounted Smets is 11 points 
further back. 

Despite finishing both motos, a sick 
Billy Liles lost yet more ground in the 
series, while his team boss Georges Jobe 
returned to a GP podium for the first 
time in 22 months. Staff members of 
Jobe's FN team were right in the thick of 
trackside battles with gun-toting sol- 
diers, when the law was dragged into a 
conflict between signallers and officials 
for the second time in a month. 

In the same week that he learned that 
his points from the first Italian GP moto 
were definitely safe (Martens caused 
controversy when he finished that race 
without a muffler), Martens was 
involved in yet another noise-related 
drama at Blargies. 


MOTO 1 


Young Brit James Marsh holeshot 
and hung on for nearly four laps before 
the big names started to come past. The 
first man by was New Zealander Darryll 
King, who went on to win the moto. 

"That's an important win," he said. 
"I won one last year as well, but it has 
been a long road back from breaking my 
leg at the Tokyo Supercross in Novem- 
ber." 

Marcus Hansson closed to within 
four seconds with four laps to go, and 
looked a likely winner as he edged clos- 
er. “I could see that I wasn't quite going 
to make it, as Darryll wasn't getting any 
slower, so I settled for second with a 
couple of laps to go," said Hansson. 

Third-placed Joel Smets had given up 
the chase earlier and explained: "When I 
got past Marsh I started to go for them, 
but I seemed to get a little nervous and 
was making mistakes. It is very slippery 
out there now that the surface has been 
polished. By the time I settled down 
again they were too far ahead." 

Billy Liles initially sat in third, but 
dropped back to an eventual ninth, only 
inches ahead of his boss Jobe, who had 
started 25th. The American was a frus- 











trated man, saying: “I’ve been sick since 
Friday. I slept three hours that night on 
the toilet, and I have been sweating real- 
ly bad. I had to change three shirts last 
night in bed and my sheets are soaking 
wet. I could only ride 10 laps yesterday 
to learn the track and qualify. I feel bet- 
ter today, but I am physically drained. 
Of all the times for me to finally get a 
good start.” 

The champion, Martens, rode a lack- 
luster race. “It was down to me, he said. 
"I just never settled down. Race two will 
be different.” 


MOTO 2 


The second race was, indeed, differ- 
ent - but no less dramatic. 

Marsh again led the way, showing 
the commitment of a potential champi- 
on in the first turn. But it was Hansson 
behind him, and the Swede moved to 
the front after 10 minutes and was never 
seriously challenged for the moto and 
overall wins. 

Martens was fourth after a hard ride. 
“(Danny) Theybers got caught up in my 
wheel up at the end of the start 
straight,” he said. “I didn’t go down, but 
it put me right near the back of the 
pack.” 

Theybers was carried off on a stretch- 
er, but had no broken bones. Still, the 
bruising to his right thigh was too 
painful for him to walk again that day. 

Smets had been nailed 50 yards fur- 
ther down the track. The incident also 
took down Perry Le? `. Marcus Hans- 
son bounced off the tires, straight into 
Smets and he (Smets) took me down," 
said Leask. 

Smets then spun around at the top of 
the track as he tried to recover, and a 
stalled motor and another fall persuad- 
ed him to pull off. 

King had gated 12th this time, and 
advanced to seventh before half dis- 
tance, when his connecting rod broke on 
the downhill approach to the finish area. 
He was thrown hard to the ground, and 
was carried off with facial and back 
injuries. Fortunately, there was no sign 
of paralysis. 

Liles gated midfield and had a toigh 
race to 15th.

real war started trackside during the second moto of the French 500cc MX GP. 
As happens too often, officials had provided mechanics with an unsuitable 
signalling area, so the technicians took matters into their own hands and 
moved, en masse, elsewhere. š 

After fists had flown, local law officers were called in, and, as in Italy one month 
earlier, a scuffle erupted between the signallers and the officers. 

Tn Italy the caribinieri (police) had attempted to drag a slender signaller to the 
ground from behind, only to discover that the person with the board was the girl- 
friend of English privateer Leigh Williams. In France the police/ gendarmes 
nee handled the signaller of Marian Duchon, whose injured left arm was in a 
sling. 

Apart from the shabby image portrayed to the public, the lack of dialog over a 
suitable signalling area also caused great frustration for a section of the crowd. The 
fans had taken up what they thought to be an excellent viewing area, ony. to have 
their view of the racing impaired by the crowded “unofficial” si 

Swedish FIM jury delegate Peter Hansson said that he had raised the subject of 
signalling and work areas already the previous day. “I was told that the signalling 
was to be done from the top of the hill, with the work area at the bottom (where the 
tussles eventually took place). When I asked if the mechanics should split them- 


selves down the middle, I was met with abrupt silence and a shrug of the shoul- 


ders.”

As in England, he was joined on the 
podium at the technically undemanding 
Holice track by championship pace-set- 
ters Greg Albertyn and Stefan Everts. 
The South African, Albertyn, increased 
his narrow lead in the standings over 
the Belgian, Everts, by one point to 
three, while the Frenchman is a further 
60 points back. 

The only other rider to split the trio

No official written protest was made within the prescribed 30 minutes, so any

Day One featured two identical 75- 
mile loops that served up two terrain 
tests during the morning loop only. Test 
one was run about five minutes after the 
start, and featured a two-mile fire road 
before turning onto a very rutted two- 
track, known as “Heartbrake Hill,” for 
another two miles. The test finished a 
few hundred yards before check one. 
Test two was located just after an alter- 
nate gas stop, featuring a rutted jeep 
trail and a winding fire road. The test 
was very technical and the soil a slip- 
pery, clay-based type. Both tests were 
extremely fast, and each was approxi- 
mately four miles long. 

“We believe that you don't test a 
rider by running him down impossible 
trails because it hurts the sport and is 
tough on terrain,” said Trask Mountain 
M.C. president Mike Poe. “We also run 
an amateur event at the same time, so 
we have to keep them on schedule. For 
the Expert rider, it becomes very techni- 
cal at speed. The tests may be short, but 
they will be challenging for all types of 
riders.” : 

On Day Two, the riders did another 
two loops on the same course, but in 
reverse. Test One was again located 
right after the start, and tested the riders 
on single-track, dirt road and a very 
rocky two-track called "White-Face 
Bypass." Test two was Day One's first 
terrain test, and was just before the end 
of loop one. Some trail sections were 
rerouted from Day One to save the ter- 
rain. 
"On Day Two we bypassed the sec- 
tions that could be whooped out if we 
used them both days," said Poe. "With 
the amateur event, we have to be aware 
that 1800 sets of motorcycle tires will be 
going over some of these trails, and 
we'd like to keep them from going 
away."

All four of the bikes - the 

YZ80, 125 and 250; and the WR250 - will be available to the public 

by November, the earliest being the YZ80, which should be on 
showroom floors by the time you read this. 

Also returning for “95 will be Yamaha’s extensive MX and off- 
road contingency program, which is expanding its local and 
regional coverage. There has been a 16% increase in the number of 
classes eligible over last year’s program. Contingency money will 
again be paid to professional supercross and national riders by 
check, while all other riders will be paid in YZ Bucks, redeemable 
at Yamaha dealers nationwide. The program will be in effect at 
more than 500 local and national series and events, and anyone 
riding 1994 or 1995 Yamaha YZ motorcycles will be eligible. 

Also, those who purchase апу ‘95 YZ model or WR250 from 
August 1 through October 31, 1994, will receive Yamaha’s special 
works kit free. The kits include a titanium subframe for the YZ250 
riders and an Alumilite handlebar and pad for the YZ80, YZ125 
апа WR250 riders. Kits also include a piston kit, Yamalube kit and 
front and rear Dunlop tires. 

The suggested retail prices for the ‘95 models are: $5149 for the 
YZ250; $4249 for the YZ125; $2799 for the YZ80 and $5249 for the 
WR250.

The WR should be avail- 
able in November. Yamaha made a handful of refinements to the YZ250 
(below), including some to the engine іп a search for more punch at low- 
to midrange. The engine now Incorporates a PWK38 Kelhin, instead of a 
Mikuni, carburetor; a new exhaust resonator that is built into the YPVS 
valve assembly on the left side of the cylinder; a new engine reed; a 
smoother intake manifold radius, and, like the Ү2125, a larger-passage- 
way airbox boot. To improve cornering, the offset of the forks has been 
decreased and the head-pipe coordinate was moved forward, keeping 
the 1994 YZ's wheelbase and handlebar position while increasing the 
trail by 5mm. The fork also incorporates the midspeed valve like the 125. 
Other changes includes new front brake pad material, a stainless steel 
rear disc brake rotor and beefed-up chain guide. Also, the CDI system 
generates higher voltage at the spark plug, and the spokes no longer 
incorporate washers.

redhead didn’t have as easy a time as 
usual, however, as a first-moto tangle 
with a downed rider held him to second 
behind a blazing Jiri Dostal. 

"| was fixin’ to pass Doug Parsons, 
but then he spun out and I got tangled 
up with him," said Carmichael. "I wasn't 
able to catch Jiri that time, but I'll go out 
and win the second moto to get the over- 
all." 

True to his words, Carmichael 
methodically worked past his competi- 
tors after a lackluster start and romped 
away with an easy win in the bag. Josh 
Tarantino was impressive as he raced 
home in second, while Dostal rounded 
out the top three and earned second 
overall. Tarantino was third, while Andy 
Harrington and JT's Jimmy Varis round- 
ed out the top five. 

Cynthia Cole was the queen of the 
Women's Pro class as she came home the 
winner with perfect 1-1 moto scores. Dee 
Wood posted 2-2 scores for second, while 
Kristy Shealy was held to third overall by 
crashes in both outings. Shealy was 
arguably the quickest of the females, but 
a pair of spills kept her from earning the 
top spot. 

Jodi Hollow topped the first Women's 
Intermediate moto, but dropped to 
fourth in moto two. Carla Chinen raced 
home the winner in the second outing 
and earned the overall prize, thanks to 
her second-place finish in moto one. Lisa 
Henderson was second overall ahead of 
Hollow. 


SATURDAY 


Windham grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the 35-minute-plus-two-lap 125cc 
Pro final and never looked back. By the 
end of lap one, Windham had already 
extended his lead to six seconds, while 
the rest of the field scrambled for posi- 
tion. Davis suffered a terrible start, com- 
pleting lap one in 13th. Honda R&D rider 
Jeff Pestana held down the runner-up 
position early in the race, but eventually 
faded to ninth at the finish. Casey John- 
son was next to hold down second, but 
as the race wore down, the likable 
youngster faded to an eventual seventh. 

After starting the race in ninth, Healey 
raced through the field with a vengeance 
to earn second at the finish, some 20 sec- 
onds behind Windham, but well ahead 
of third-placed Shaun Kalos, who com- 
peted aboard an FMF-backed Suzuki. 
Davis turned in a credible ride for fourth. 

“І pushed until Dad held out a sign 
that said “Plus 20,'" said Windham. 
"Then I started to back down a bit. When 
the sign said “Plus 15,' I figured that I 
should pick it up again." 

The 125cc Intermediate class featured 
what was perhaps the best racing of the 
day. Angelo Ingrande led the early laps, 
but was no match for Nathan Woods, 
Shaun Perolio and Dustin Nelson. 
Together, the three riders easily outdis- 
tanced the rest of the field and began a 
private war over the top spot. Woods 
dropped back when he found himself 
running side-saddle with his machine, 
and suddenly all eyes were focused on 
Perolio and Nelson. Perolio led the 
majority of the laps, but cracked under 
the constant pressure applied by the 
speedy Nelson. At the finish, Nelson led 
Perolio by a matter of inches, while 
Travis Preston raced home third after 
overtaking Woods late in the race. 


SUNDAY 

Kalos led the way at the start of the 
250cc Pro final, but had Lechien, Davis 
and Windham in hot pursuit. Kalos 
eventually dropped off the leader's pace 
to finish sixth. 

Lechien was the first to inherit the 
lead, and managed to pull away a bit

while Davis and Windham argued over 
second. Once in control of second, Wind- 
ham began to reel in Lechien and was 
soon pressuring the former 125cc Nation- 
al Champion. Lechien lost his front end 
in a tight, rutted turn and went down, 
handing the lead to Windham. He 
remounted just behind Davis in third. 

"I just missed my line and dropped 
it," said Lechien. “It was either that, or 
my tongue got caught in the chain or 
something. Man, was I tired." 

Once into the lead, Windham per- 
formed the same disappearing act'as he 
had the previous day. Windham raced 
home with a 10-second lead over Davis, 
who was an equal distance ahead of 
Lechien. Dubach put forth an incredible 
charge, and came up only inches short of 
nipping Lechien at the finish line. 

"I didn't have any rear brake," said 
Davis. "I couldn't charge like I wanted 
to, so I couldn't really chase down Wind- 
ham." 

Partridge was the winner in the 250cc 
Intermediate class, but barely managed 
to hold off a hard-charging Nelson. After 
challenging for the lead early in the race, 
Nelson parted company with his 
Kawasaki and was forced to come from 
behind. At the finish, Partridge was only 
а few feet ahead of Nelson, but a few feet 
was all it took to nab the win. Chris 
Wheeler finished third, while Foster and 
Chad Burleson rounded out the top five. 

FMF-sponsored Andy Anaya trounc- 
ed the competition in the 250cc Junior 
class, besting Mike Richter and the ever-

Nixon by a landslide at 
Starwest Motocross

Pro Prept’s John Nixon came out to Starwest 
Supercross Park with only one thing on his 
mind: to better last week's finish. And that's 
exactly what he did, leaving the competition 
behind in both 30+ Novice motos at round two 
of the Ford /Suzuki Supercross Series. 

In moto one, the KX500-mounted Nixon 
holeshot not only the 30+ Novices but also the 
30+ Intermediates. It was a short-lived lead, 
with Intermediates Dennis Foster and David 
Lynch rocketing by down the back straight- 
away. Nixon wasn't lonely for long, though; 
Mike Dunlap and Jim Stentz were taking up the 
slack. 

As the riders exited the rockers and headed 
for the grandstand double, they were still 
bunched up. Nixon went for the double, as did 
Dunlap, but Stentz singled the obstacle and lost 
ground to the pair. This allowed Ken Wilson 
and Cornell Canter to close on Stentz, who sud- 
denly pulled to the side of the track to inspect 
something on his CR500 and fell to the rear of 
the pack. Up front, Nixon began to pull away 
from Dunlap and the rest of the pack. Though 
everyone seemed to pick up the pace on the last 
lap, he was untouchable and went on to take 
the win. Dunlap had Wilson breathing down 
his neck for second, and that's how they fin- 
ished, with Canter overtaking Johnson on the 
last lap to round out the top five for the first 
moto. 

In moto two, Nixon followed Intermediates 
Foster and Lynch through the first turn but his 
position was good enough to lead the 30+ 
Novices around the sweeping left-hander. Dun- 
lap and Terry Macrae followed Nixon through 
turn two, only to have Wilson come flying up 
and over the "Launcher," passing both riders in 
the process. 

Nixon followed the Intermediates this time, 
while leaving the 30+ Novice pack way behind. 
Nixon was on cruise control, and Wilson more 
than a dozen bike lengths behind. With the 
white flag again flying for the big-bore Kawasa- 
ki rider, who would go on for the win over Wil- 
son, the race became a follow-the-leader finale. 
Macrae, T.C. Brinegar and Johnston rounded out 
the top five.

Kunitsugu is king at 
Willow Springs Road Race

Kent Kunitsugu held off the relentless advances 
of Mark McDonald to score the win in the Maxi- 
ma Racing Oil Formula Two race during the 
sixth round of Willow Springs Motorcycle Club 
racing at Willow Springs International Raceway.

Walt Dorsch grabbed the lead off the line 
with Mark McDonald and Kunitsugu in pursuit. 
Exiting turn two, Kunitsugu powered his 
Pasadena Suzuki / Yamaha-sponsored- Yamaha 
TZ250 around McDonald to move into second. 

Rounding turn eight to complete the first 
lap, Kunitsugu was all over Dorsch's rear tire, 
and finding an opening, slipped around 
Dorsch on the inside of turn nine. Dorsch was 
pushed back another spot a short time later 


` when McDonald passed him on the front 


straight. 

The remainder of the race saw a tight battle 
between Kunitsugu and McDonald for the lead 
while Dorsch settled into a secure third. As the 
race entered its final lap, Kunitsugu was feeling 
the heat from McDonald, who kept the pres- 
sure up all the way around the track. Going 
into turn nine, McDonald closed up and was 
Side by side with Kunitsugu heading for the 
checkered flag. At the line, Kunitsugu managed 
to just hold onto the lead to take the win with 
McDonald finishing second and Dorsch taking 
third. 

Chuck Graves captured his third consecutive 
victory in the Toyota Cup Unlimited Road Race 
by Budweiser Formula One series and earlier in 
the day set another, more significant milestone 
when he succeeded in breaking the Willow 
Springs motorcycle lap time record. Graves’ 
time around the 2.5-mile course was 1:25.22 
which was just over one tenth of a second faster 
than the previous record set by Eddie Lawson in 
1991.

Brian Otto was the victorious rider of the day in 
the 40+ class at the Spring Creek MX Park, going 
unchallenged to dominate his class aboard his 
YZ250. The total number of riders in attendance 
was a whopping 465. 

The 40+ class was all Otto's. He nailed down 
the holeshot convincingly in both motos, and 
crossed the line both times with leads of over 35 
seconds. The best battle in the class proved to be 
for second place in moto one, with a close race 
between Steve Reschke and Gary Groth. Reschke 
held off Groth at the finish to claim the spot. 

With Otto in front again in the second moto, 
Reschke was running second at the beginning, 
but Groth got by after the first lap through the 
sand wash section. The positions would remain 
unchanged to the finish: Otto again won con- 
vincingly, with Groth in second this time and 
Reschke slightly behind in third. 

The Mini Senior class has proven to be one 
full of talent this year, and today was no excep- 
tion. Twenty-nine riders lined the gate for moto 
one with Courtney Sampson taking the early 
lead followed by Ryan Schultz and Eric Gerber. 
By the end of lap one, the positions had 
changed.

Hedden then 
proceeded to slide off the groove, which put him 
in last place. Schroeder put the pressure on 
Busby and passed for the lead, while Bast got a 
good drive off the corner to put himself in sec- 
ond place. For the last two laps, Bast was chew- 
ing on Schroeder's tailpipe, but it was Schroeder 
who took the checkered flag. Bast came in sec- 
ond followed by Hedden and Busby. 

“It was great winning the main event, but it 
would be even better if all the races could be this 
close," Schroeder said. 

Kal-Gard /Camp Town/Shockley's General 
Machine/Bieffe-backed Vance Felicio started on 
the zero-yard line, took off like a shot, and led 
the Handicap main event from wire to wire. 
Schroeder, who flew off the 40, was second. Jere- 
my Aden finished third.

Belliel blasts Bridgeton TT

It's been 20 years in the making, but 30+ Veteran 
rider Mike Belliel finally realized his dream of 
winning a race at the famed Bridgeton TT 
course. 

The day began in disaster when Belliel's 
Honda dropped its chain on lap two of the sec- 
ond Veteran heat. The Honda rider was in the 
midst of making a bid on Scott Jensen's second 
position when his bike decided to spit parts. It 
took Belliel till the white-flag lap to secure his 
chain and get back in the race. While Sam Lloyd 
cruised down to the heat victory, Belliel was just 
glad to finish the race and qualify for a back-row 
start in the Veteran main. The final saw first- 
heat winner Mike Babka dice it up with Dean 
Mayer out of the hole for the lead, but just as 
Babka gained the advantage, the red flag flew 
on Andy McRoberts, who negotiated turn one a 
little too close to the clay. Belliel took full advan- 
tage of the restart, getting the jump and leaving 
the handlebar bumping behind him going into 
turn one. While second- and third-place finish- 
ers Babka and Mayer struggled to leave the pack 
behind, Belliel cruised through the race, increas- 
ing his lead with each successive lap till the 
checkered flag flew and the sweetest victory of 
his long racing career was in the bag. 

Motocrossers invaded the 250cc class and 
handlebar banging was at an all-time high with 
three heats of two-stroke riders using anything, 
including hay bales, to try and gain an advan- 
tage. 

Heat one proved fastest. Peacock LTD's 
Dave Gardenour wired the field, earning the 
Honda rider first choice off the final line. Heat 
two saw Matt Robinson clear the jump and lead 
the field to the checkers, while in heat three, Jake 
Schornagel took some heat coming out of the 
hole before he could reach the safety of the 
checkered flag first.

The 1982 500cc National Motocross champion, 
Darrell Schultz, made a winning Enduro debut 
at the Big Boot Enduro held on Louisiana Pacific 
property north of Eureka, topping a strong field 
of AMA District 36 riders to earn a narrow victo- 
ry over Marty Walden. 

Schultz had the good fortune of riding with 
David Booth, one of the top enduro riders in 
District 36. Booth wasted no time getting his day 
off to a good start, scoring a 1:15 to lead all com- 
petitors after (emergency) check one. Walden 
closely followed, scoring 1:19 to lead the 1:20 of 
Schultz. Previous event winner Josh Chandler 
had his day get off to another poor start when 
he scored a 2:05. 

Booth, Schultz and Chandler led all riders at 
check three. Schultz and Chandler continued at 
the front after check four, but they just missed 
zeroing the check while pursuers Walden, Chan- 
dler and Eddie Diaz did zero it, allowing them 
to close the gap. After the first loop, those five 
riders all had three points. 

А long test section between checks five and 
six brought the lead group down to two. 
Schultz elected to risk passing Booth and 
dropped only three points, matching the scores 
turned in by Chandler and Don Knapp. The 
other leading contenders all dropped four, 
putting Schultz айа Chandler back on top. 

With one last test to run, Walden needed to 
beat Schultz and Chandler by one point to 
seize the overall victory - and he nearly accom- 
plished that. Coming into emergency check 
seven at 4:00 he lead all riders, but was one 
second short of the single point he needed. 
Knapp closely followed with a 4:10 while 
Schultz once again passed Booth to score a 4:29 
to Booth's 4:41. Chandler had the misfortune of 
damaging a hand guard, causing his front 
brake to lock on repeatedly, resulting in a 
score of 5:37. 

When the day's points were tallied, Schultz 
posted 10 points as a result of his blazing speed 
for the overall victory over the heartbreakingly 
close 11.259 of Walden. Knapp's strong second 
loop pulled him into third overall with an 
11.288 to narrowly beat the 11.296 of Booth. 
Chandler was able to salvage fifth with an 
11397.

That's the tongue-lashing that Rich 
Oliver never gave, but should have. At 
the press conference following his win 

the 250cc Grand Prix race at Loudon, 

is fifth in a row, Oliver said that he'd 
ad trouble with traffic and that he'd 
lapped one guy four or five times. This 
someone who he'd pucker passed on 
other occasions this year and the sort of 
loser that'd get lapped at a drag race. "I 
guess I should go have a talk with 


Frenchman Christian Sarron, the 
gravity-defying former World Champi- 
on who still holds the record for subor- 
bital flight by a motorcycle racer, and 
whose hands look like they'd wrestled 
a leaf shredder to a draw, often spoke 
of the constant hazards of "moving 

hickens," "chickens" being his Gallic 
pronunciation of "chicanes." 

Moving chickens, backmarkers, lap- 
pers, slackers, menaces, mouth sores, 
pus bags: Call them what you want, 
they are the scourge of racing at every 
level and far too little is being done 
about them. That they have been grant- 
ed licenses to race at the highest levels 
- 500cc World Championship leader 
Mick Doohan rightfully complains 
about them whenever baited - but 
deserve to be on a race track as much 
as a three-legged poodle, which, by the 
way, they'd have a hard time passing. 

As speeds increase, safety becomes a 
more prominent and contentious issue. 
The hazards on the track merit as much 
discussion as those off the track. It's an 


area where there can be no excuses, . | 


and yet there are no reasonable stan- 


dards for exclusion. Do we need full 
fields even if they're fattened up by 
refugees from the Shriner's parade? In 
the World Championships there is a 
cut-off point, however generous, that 
has to be met if you want to go out and 
ruin Doohan's day. 

So, a few suggestions: If, during 
qualifying, a rider needs to be timed 
with a calendar, he's toast; if he has to 
stop and ask directions in timed prac- 
tice, juice him; and if the model year of 
his bike changes during his qualifying 
run, he's guano. 

This may seem unduly harsh, since 
one of history's most notorious back- 
markers became one of our greatest 
champions. In his very first road race at 
Laguna Seca, three-time World Cham- 
pion Wayne Rainey was lapped by no 
less than his mentor, and tormentor, 
Kenny Roberts. What did Rainey do 
after getting lapped? He ran into the 
back of Roberts' bike, locking the two 
in an unholy union as they headed for 
the final turn; nine then, 11 now. They 
uncoupled just before Rainey was 
about to send Roberts doggie style into 
the haybales, but not before Roberts 
could look back and see Rainey's 
saucer-sized eyes filling his visor. An 
inauspicious debut to be sure, but one 
that Rainey has long since expiated. 

Getting lapped once is not a sin; get- 
ting lapped five times is. Underachiev- 
ers have been around in racing since 
long before the invention of the internal 
combustion engine. The earliest men- 
tion I could find of "backmarking" 
dates back to the Palio horse race held 
twice a year in the Tuscan town of 
Siena, Italy beginning in 1656. Each of 
the nearby communes was represented 
by its best rider. The best of the best 
raced around a temporary circuit 
(Pomona?) in the close confines of the 
Piazza del Campo, the town's scallop- 
shaped main square. When the leading 
rider would lap one of the slower rid- 
ers he was obligated to slap the slacker 
on the back with а mace wrapped in 
the used diapers of the mayor's first- 
born son. (This became something of a 
problem as the mayor's son neared 
puberty.) The slowest rider would be 
identified by the number of times his 
back had been marked by the diapers, 
hence the term: “moving chicken." 





How do we adapt this in America? 
Depends. Maybe Pampers, but I think 
Depends would pack a bigger punch. 
Who says there aren't any non-tobacco 
sponsors out there? 

The solution, I think, is quite simple: 
fines. The first time you get lapped is 
on the house. It happens to the best of 
them and could just be a sign you're 
having a bad day. The fines would start 
with the second time you're lapped and 
escalate rapidly. 

If you are lapped twice in a race you 
will be allowed to finish, but after- 
wards must pay a $1000 fine and buy 
dinner for the AMA's V.P. for S.M., 
Tom Mueller. As the S.M. Veep, road 
racing, or in your case, road blocking, 
falls under his domain and your career 
will be discussed with an emphasis on 
finding out how it is that after racing 
for 10 years and spending countless 
thousands of dollars you still suck. You 
will be asked how you secure your fair- 
ing to ensure that it won't be sucked off 
your every time you get passed by a 
guy going through a first-gear corner 
three gears higher than you. These, and 
other issues, will be discussed over a 
bounteous feast of bulgur wheat tofu, 
free-ranging schnauzer jerky, and 
hand-squeezed weasel milk. 

If you are lapped three times you 
will be asked to dine alfresco on a 
steamy summer evening with Editor 
Carruthers, who will, I assure you, 
spend the entire night whining about 
the heat.
